!  but  to  no  part  of  it  more  particu- 
I  larly  than  to  the  Lasell  students 
who  last  year,  and  for  some  ten 
years  before  that,  have  been 
packing  into  his  celebrated  lec¬ 
tures  in  the  history  department, 
of  which  he  has  been  Chairman 
since  1955. 

Dr.  Packard’s  contagious  en- 
i  thusiasm  for  the  intellectual  life 
comes  to  him  honestly,  since  he  is 
the  product  of  seven  generations 
of  college  professors,  two  of 
whom  were  at  one  time  presi¬ 
dents  of  Bowdoin. 


undergraduate  work  at  Hobart 
College,  from  which  he  graduated 
in  1928  cum  laude,  with  Honors 
in  History,  and  with  membership 
in  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

A  year  later  he  was  awarded 
the  Master  of  Arts  degree  by 
Columbia  University  and  at  once 
matriculated  in  Harvard’s  Grad¬ 
uate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
to  begin  work  on  his  Ph.  D.  A 
World  War,  marriage,  and  several 
teaching  posts  interrupted  these 
scholarly  pursuits,  however,  and 
it  was  not  until  1954  that  he 
finally  received  his  doctorate  from 
Harvard  for  a  massive  disserta¬ 
tion  on  certain  phases  of  Ameri¬ 
can  diplomatic  history. 

Meanwhile,  Dr.  Packard  con¬ 
tinued  to  accumulate  academic 
experience,  first  as  an  instructor

Once  again  Lasell  opens  its 
doors  to  the  largest  enrollment  in 
its  long  history  as  some  630 
freshmen  and  seniors  pour  onto 
the  campus  for  registration  today 
and  Saturday.  Final  figures  will 
not  be  available  from  the  Record¬ 
er’s  office  until  next  week,  but 
present  estimates  indicate  that 
for  the  first  time  there  will  be 
at  least  500  resident  students  and 
approximately  130  commuters. 

This  substantial  increase  in  the 
number  of  resident  students  has 
been  made  possible  by  the  fact 
that  two  new  dormitories  go  into 
service  this  year.  Converse 
House,  on  the  corner  of  Wood¬ 
land  Road  and  Maple  Street,  will 
be  occupied  by  18  seniors.  First 
acquired  by  the  College  in  the 
spring  of  1958,  this  residence  was 
intended  for  use  last  fall,  but  its 
complete  redecoration  and  the 
installment  of  an  elaborate 
sprinkler  system  and  other  safety 
devices  in  conformity  with  city 
ordinances  has  delayed  its  open¬ 
ing  until  this  year. 

This  year  will  also  see  the 
introduction  of  an  entirely  new 
dormitory  which  was  constructed 
during  the  summer  months.  Lo¬ 
cated  at  the  corner  of  Maple 
Street  and  Maple  Terrace,  the 
new  structure  will  house  some 
25  freshmen.  As  yet  un-named, 
the  new  dormitory  will  be  form¬ 
ally  dedicated  at  cornerstone 
ceremonies  to  be  held  later  this 
rail. 

Construction  difficulties,  mostly 
connected  with  the  rain  and 
humidity  which  held  up  the  dry¬ 
ing  of  the  plaster  walls,  will 
defer  student  occupancy  by  a 
few  weeks.  Freshmen  are  expect¬ 
ed  to  take  over  their  rooms  late 
in  October.  Meanwhile  the  25 
girls  will  take  up  temporary  resi¬ 
dence  as  guests  of  the  President 
and  various  members  of  the 
faculty  and  staff.

Rich  Background  Marks  Life 
Of  Youthful  New  Asst.  Dean 


This  is  to  introduce  a  charming 
and  vivacious  recent  addition  to 
the  Lasell  administration,  Mrs. 
Frances  W.  Johnson,  new  Assis¬ 
tant  Academic  Dean.  Although 
Mrs.  Johnson  has  been  on  cam¬ 
pus  no  longer  than  the  newest 
freshman,  she  has  already  won 
the  respect  of  both  her  colleagues 
and  her  advisees  by  the  rapidity 
of  her  grasp  of  Lasell  affairs  and 
her  helpfulness  in  coping  with 
the  kind  of  problems  Lasell  girls 
specialize  in. 

This  flair  for  coping  has  been 
the  determining  factor  in  Mrs. 
Johnson’s  career  to  date,  and  she 
brings  to  Lasell  a  rich  back¬ 
ground  in  guidance  and  counsel¬ 
ling  experience  which  dates  from 
her  graduation  from  college. 

A  native  of  Torrington,  Conn., 
and  a  graduate  of  Torrington 
High  School,  Mrs.  Johnson  did 
her  undergraduate  work  at  Con¬ 
necticut  College  for  Women, 
from  which  she  received  her 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1953. 

Her  marriage  to  a  medical  stu¬ 
dent  doing  his  work  at  the 
University  of  Colorado  and  at 
Stanford  took  her  to  the  West, 
and  she  embarked  on  graduate 
work  in  the  area  of  educational 
guidance  at  Colorado  College  in 
Colorado  Springs,  with  interludes 
of  related  course  work  and  coun¬ 
seling  at  the  University  of  Colo¬ 
rado  along  the  way.  In  1956  Mrs. 
Johnson  received  her  Master  of 
Arts  degree  from  Colorado  Col¬ 
lege  in  her  chosen  field. 

That  same  year  she  enrolled 
for  postgraduate  work  in  guidance 
at  San  Francisco  State  College 
where,  while  still  a  student,  she 
was  named  to  the  faculty  com¬ 
mittee  which  initiated  the  first 
guidance  program  at  the  huge 
South  San  Francisco  High 
School. 

It  was  in  this  same  period  that 
Mrs.  Johnson  reports  one  of  the 
most  fruitful  experiences  in  her 
career  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  nature  and  amount  of  coun¬ 
seling  activity  it  involved,  when 
she  was  named  general  super¬ 
visor  of  all  Tri-Y  clubs  in  the 
San  Francisco  area,  which 
brought  her  into  contact  with 
literally  thousands  of  young 
women  under  very  interesting 
circumstances. 

A  tireless  scholar,  Mrs.  John¬ 
son’s  deep  convictions  about  the 
education  of  young  women  are 
inspiring  to  hear  about,  and  it 


is  reassuring  to  know  that  they 
come  from  the  heart  and  that 
she  worked  her  own  way  com¬ 
pletely  through  college  and  grad¬ 
uate  school,  even  managing  by 
virtue  of  attending  two  colleges 
and  holding  down  three  jobs 
simultaneously  for  one  brief 
period  to  help  her  young  doctor 
as  well.  And  all  this  with  honor 
grades  which  made  it  possible 
for  her  to  be  a  four-year  recipient 
of  one  of  the  coveted  Swayze 
Scholarships  at  Connecticut  Col¬ 
lege  for  Women. 

And  young  as  she  is,  Mrs.  John¬ 
son  has  also  found  time  to  be  on 
the  faculties  of  three  large  high 
schools  in  suburban  Washington, 
D.  C.,  San  Francisco,  and  Denver.

Aging  Poet  Speaks 
For  College  Youth 

Eighty-four-year-old  poet  Robert 
Frost  had  some  thoughts  for 
collegians  at  Ohio  State  Univer¬ 
sity  last  month.  The  LANTERN 
reports : 

His  premise  was  that  people 
today  are  becoming  too  entangled 
by  technicalities  and  trivial  de¬ 
tails,  losing  sight  of  the  overall 
joy  of  living. 

“There's  no  deadline  in  my  life 
except  my  death,”  he  said. 

The  future  under  the  threat  of 
a  nuclear  war  and  obliteration  of 
the  human  race  doesn’t  look  hope¬ 
less  to  Frost.  He  said  an  exter¬ 
minator  once  told  him  “nothing 
can  be  exterminated.”  Frost  said, 
“People  are  like  roaches  or  bed¬ 
bugs  .  .  .  They  can’t  be  extermi¬ 
nated.” 

He  continued:  “So  a  hydrogen 
bomb  goes  off  and  we  find  our¬ 
selves  in  the  other  world.  Some¬ 
one  will  probably  brush  himself 
off  and  say,  ‘Wasn’t  that  some¬ 
thing?’  ” 

On  moon  rockets:  “I  don't  be¬ 
lieve  in  censoring  science.  Let  it 
go  as  long  as  the  mind  goes  with 
it-  I  .  .  .  remind  scientists  to 
take  their  lunch  with  them  when 
they  start  their  travels.  There’s 
nothing  there  for  earthlings.” 

On  life  itself:  “You’ve  got  to 
love  what’s  loveable  and  hate 
what  s  hateable.  It  takes  brains 
to  see  the  difference.”

Mrs.  Johnson’s  private  life  is  as 
loaded  with  enthusiastic  activity 
as  is  her  professional  career.  An 
avid  traveler,  she  conducted  a 
tour  through  Europe  for  17  girls 
the  spring  of  her  graduation  from 
Connecticut  —  a  job  which  she 
won,  by  the  way,  in  competition 
with  all  the  honors  graduates  of 
her  class.  She  also  recalls  with 
the  greatest  excitement  a  tour  by 
jeep  through  Mexico  in  which  she 
accompanied  a  group  of  archeo¬ 
logists  surveying  the  celebrated 
Aztec  ruins  of  that  country.  And 
although  a  city  girl  at  heart,  Mrs. 
Johnson  is  ready  to  drop  the  con¬ 
veniences  of  civilization  at  a 
moment’s  notice,  as  she  did  with¬ 
out  regrets  on  the  occasion  of  a 
long  camping  tour  with  her  hus¬ 
band  into  the  heart  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Rockies.

This  is  by  far  the  largest 
and  most  effective  community 
service  in  which  a  Lasell  girl  has 
the  privilege  of  taking  part,  and 
general  chairman  Sandra  Frucht- 
man  did  a  good  job  in  outlining 
the  operation  of  the  Drive  and  its 
very  important  goals. 

The  scope  and  fundamental  use¬ 
fulness  of  the  Drive  were  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  ballots  distributed 
at  the  beginning  of  the  meeting 
which  listed  the  various  charities 
and  philanthropic  organizations  to 
which  the  proceeds  of  the  Lasell 
effort  would  be  directed.

Dr.  Packard's  Chapel  Talk  Outlines 


Dr.  Richard  M.  Packard  was 
the  principal  speaker  at  the  first 
chapel  service  of  the  year  held 
last  Monday,  October  5,  in  Win¬ 
slow  Hall.  Although  more  than 
six  hundred  members  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  and  faculty  were 
present  for  this  initial  meeting  of 
the  Monday  morning  series,  the 
"News”  would  like  to  publish 
some  of  Dr.  Packard's  comments 
for  the  benefit  of  its  more  than 
1200  other  readers  off  the  cam¬ 
pus. 

The  following  digest  of  the 
president’s  remarks  was  supplied 
through  the  courtesy  of  his  sec¬ 
retary,  Mrs.  Barnes. 

“Why  do  we  have  chapel  at 
Lasell? 

"One  fundamental  reason  is  to 
try  to  penetrate  the  great 
mystery  of  human  existence  — 
why  we  are  here  in  this  world. 
Although  non-sectarian,  our  ser¬ 
vices  are  based  upon  the  belief 
that  the  significance  and  the 
goals  of  human  life  are  religious. 
And  this  does  not  mean  the  reli¬ 
gion  of  science  or  of  worldly  suc¬ 
cess  or  of  nationalism  or  of 
humanism,  but  rather  the  wor¬ 
shipping  and  serving  of  a  trans¬ 
cendent,  holy,  personal  God  who 
has  higher  than  human  standards 
for  us. 

“Another  reason  is  to  prepare 
students  to  meet  the  personal 
problems  of  daily  life  —  irrita¬ 
tions,  disappointments,  tragedies. 
In  order  to  overcome  adversities 
and  to  gain  maturity  and  sta¬ 
bility  from  them,  you  may  need 
more  than  routine  or  human 
help.  Our  chapel  assemblies  are 
not  supposed  to  take  the  place  of 
the  religion  of  your  choice,  but 
are  designed  to  turn  your 
thoughts  toward  religion  as  a 


tested  means  by  which  you  can 
live  a  more  satisfactory  daily  life. 

“Chapel  here  is  also  an  out¬ 
ward  sign  that  the  college  thinks 
religion  is  almost  as  important 
an  ingredient  of  a  good  education 
as  is  any  other  college  subject. 
Our  catalog  and  campus  indicate 
that  we  have  a  variety  of  courses 
and  methods  which  we  believe 
are  basic  to  the  education  of  a 
college  woman.  By  attempting  to 
require  attendance  at  chapel 
every  two  weeks,  we  manifest 
our  conviction  that  religion  is  as 
essential  to  the  good  life  as  any 
books,  laboratories,  statistics,  sci¬ 
ences,  arts  and  physical  skills. 

"Still  another  object  of  this 
kind  of  assembly  is  to  inform 
students  about  the  different  ap¬ 
proaches  to  religion.  Not  many 
Lasell  girls  take  courses  in  com¬ 
parative  theology;  a  well-edu¬ 
cated  person  should  know  what 
various  religious  groups  stand 
for;  you  may  gain  tolerance  for 
other  religions  not  your  own. 
Without  proseytizing  for  any  one 
belief,  we  hope  this  year  to  be 
able  to  present  speakers  repre¬ 
senting  several  different  faiths. 

“A  final  reason  for  having 
chapel  is  to  help  students  to 
enjoy  a  religious  experience.  Of 
course,  our  chapel  is  no  substi¬ 
tute  for  regular  attendance  at  a 
neighborhood  Church.  But  by 
joining  in  singing  and  prayers,  by 
listening  alertly  to  the  outstand¬ 
ing  preachers  we  plan  to  bring 
to  you,  each  student  ought  to 
make  these  assemblies  worth¬ 
while.  We  would  like  to  have 
each  service  become  a  meaning¬ 
ful,  enjoyable  occasion,  which  you 
will  be  able  to  look  back  upon  as 
a  really  significant  feature  of 
your  two  years  at  Lasell.”

English  Instructor 
To  Conduct  Study 

Mrs.  Helen  Wyatt  Peirce,  popu¬ 
lar  instructor  of  English  and 
philosphy  at  Lasell,  has  just  been 
named  to  the  chairmanship  of  a 
committee  whose  purpose  will  be 
to  conduct  a  year-long  study  of 
the  largest  course  in  the  college 
curriculum,  Freshman  English. 

Long  considered  to  be  one  of 
the  most  controversial  courses  in 
American  college  education,  the 
introductory  freshman  composi 
tion  offering  is  traditionally  the 
object  of  periodic  re-evaluation  at 
most  progressive  institutions,  and 
the  goal  of  the  present  study  will 
be  to  incorporate  the  latest 
developments  in  subject  matter 
and  technique  in  the  Lasell 
course. 

Mrs.  Peirce  has  already  com¬ 
pleted  arrangements  for  personal 
visits  to  the  campuses  of  some 
half-dozen  selected  junior  col¬ 
leges  in  New  England  where  she 
will  discuss  Freshman  English 
problems  with  chairmen  of  Eng¬ 
lish  departments  and  English 
instructors  whose  experiences 
are  expected  to  be  of  value  to 
her  investigations. 

A  related  part  of  the  study 
will  be  a  survey  by  questionnaire 
of  the  current  practices  in  this 


Day  to  day  progress  of  the 
drive  will  be  indicated  on  posters 
in  each  house  and  on  a  central 
chart  in  the  Barn,  which  will 
carry  a  representation  of  the  per¬ 
centage  of  the  total  quota  which 
has  been  realized  to  date.

History  was  made  on  the 
campus  this  weekend  as  Lasell 
simultaneously  opened  its  newest 
dormitory  and  closed  one  of  its 
oldest  in  an  unprecedented  three- 
day  shift  involving  nearly  fifty 
students  and  housemothers. 

The  missing  link  —  a  name  — 
is  expected  to  be  supplied  by  the 
Lasell  Board  of  Trustees  who 
are  meeting  at  4:30  this  after¬ 
noon  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
the  President’s  annual  report  and 
settling  such  matters  connected 
with  the  new  dormitory  as  what 
it  shall  be  called  and  when 
cornerstone  and  dedication  cere¬ 
monies  will  be  held. 

Even  this  Board  meeting  par¬ 
takes  of  the  general  record-set¬ 
ting  atmosphere  of  the  occasion 
since  the  Trustees  have  invited 
the  entire  Faculty  to  have  dinner 
with  them  in  the  college  dining 
room  after  their  meeting.  Follow¬ 
ing  this,  all  Trustees  and  Faculty 
are  to  be  the  guests  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Packard  for  dessert  and 
coffee  at  the  White  House.  Both 
affairs  are  firsts  on  the  Lasell 
campus. 

Designed  by  the  architectural 
firm  of  Kreider  and  Nelson  the 
new  dormitory  is  a  modification 


of  the  style  of  the  Williamsburg 
restorations.  The  building  will 
house  27  students  on  three  floors, 
all  rooms  being  complete  with 
adjoining  baths.  The  large  living 
room  on  the  first  floor  is  finished 
in  Williamsburg  colors  and  fur¬ 
nished  with  matching  period  fur¬ 
niture.  Automatic  laundry  facili¬ 
ties  have  been  incorporated  for 
the  use  of  the  residents,  as  well 
as  a  downstairs  kitchen.  All 
rooms  are  connected  with  a  pri¬ 
vate  telephone  intercom  system 
and  the  building  is  protected  by 
a  complete  fire  alarm  system. 

Although  nominally  a  freshman 
house,  the  new  dormitory  will 
include  among  its  27  lucky  new 
residents  a  group  of  eight  seniors, 
former  inmates  of  McClelland, 
who  particularly  petitioned  the 
administration  not  to  be  broken 
up.  Fortunately  it  was  possible 
to  accede  to  their  request  through 
the  unusual  circumstance  that  a 
number  of  the  freshmen  origin¬ 
ally  intended  to  move  there  and 
who  have  been  living  since  Sep¬ 
tember  in  Bragdon,  had  become 
so  attached  to  their  temporary 
home  that  not  even  the  promise 
of  all  that  luxury  plumbing  could 
tempt  them  to  leave.

Lebanon,  the  country  with  the 
system  nearest  to  western  democ¬ 
racy  in  that  part  of  the  world 
has  the  opposite  problem.  Leba¬ 
non  is  so  well  off  that  envious 
neighbors,  like  Syria,  threaten  to 
attack  her.  Our  guide  labels  this 
a  “Garden  of  Eden,"  its  vinyards, 
orchards  and  gardens  growing 
everything  in  both  the  lowland 
tropics  and  cool  mountainsides. 
Here  is  the  biblical  Mount  Her- 
mon  and  the  ruins  of  Baalbek, 
the  old  Greek  Heliopolis  second 
only  to  Athens  or  Rome  as  a  site 
of  antiquities.  Its  enormous 
ancient  columns  still  stand,  mark¬ 
ing  what  was  first  a  temple  to 
Baal,  then  a  temple  to  the 
various  Roman  Gods,  later  a 
Christian  church  and  finally  a 
Moslem  mosque. 

From  here  the  Syphers  went  to 
Syria,  to  Cyprus,  and  then  to 
Rhodes,  the  most  beautiful  Greek 
island,  which  has  not  only  natural 
scenery  but  boasts  a  completely 
fortified  city  left  by  the  crusaders 
and  .still  in  repair,  with  its  crene¬ 
lated  walls  going  directly  down 
to  the  sea.  Travelling  inland 
from  Izmir,  Turkey,  they  visited 
the  ruins  of  Ephesus,  a  city  of 
nearly  a  million  people  in  Roman 
times  with  a  theatre  that  seated 
20,000,  yet  now  its  only  sounds 
are  the  footsteps  of  tourists  and 
the  songs  of  birds. 

In  Athens  the  Syphers  saw  the 
Acropolis  in  the  two  ways  art 
connoisseurs  say  you  must.  The 
ruins  are  brilliant  in  the  “white 
Greek  sunlight,”  but  it  is  not 
until  the  “purple  black  clouds”  of 
a  thunderstorm  erase,  the  last 
vestige  of  life  below  the  high 
cliff  on  which  the  home  of 
Athena  is  built  that  you  experi¬ 
ence  the  awe  which  the  ancient 
Greeks  felt  there. 

Venice  and  Naples  and  Palermo 
were  not  new  to  them,  but  in 
southern  France  they  drove  for 
days  on  the  roads  of  the  past, 
the  routes  of  the  medieval  pil¬ 
grims  who  sought  the  shrines  in 
Spain.  Churches  and  monasteries, 
purposely  located  in  places  diffi¬ 
cult  for  the  pilgrims  to  reach, 
grew  up  along  the  way  to  care 
for  and  give  religious  comfort  to 
these  travelers.  One  very  moun¬ 
tainous  track  winding  up  a  gorge 
led  the  Syphers  to  a  “small  but

Mr.  Tinkham  Describes  Many  Contrasts 
Between  English  £r  American  Systems

The  History  Department  and 
all  of  Lasell  are  proud  to  wel¬ 
come  Mr.  William  Tinkham  as 
instructor  of  History  of  Civiliza¬ 
tion  and  American  History. 

A  native  of  New  Bedford,  Mr. 
Tinkham  studied  at  Oxford  for 
two  years  where  he  elected 
philosophy,  history  and  theology. 
At  Boston  University,  he  studied 
sociology  and  received  his  B.A.  in 
history  in  1954,  and  M.A.  in  his¬ 
tory  from  Harvard  in  1957.  At 
present,  he  is  working  for  both 
his  Doctorate  in  History  at  Har¬ 
vard  University  and  his  Masters 
in  Education  from  Tufts  Univer¬ 
sity. 

Attending  Oxford  and  spending 
a  great  deal  of  time  in  Europe 
enabled  Mr.  Tinkham  to  become 
familiar  with  both  the  American 
and  European  educational  sys¬ 
tems.  In  general  he  observed 
that  the  English  student  is  more 
mature  as  far  as  his  academic 
attitudes  are  concerned  than  his! 


American  contemporary.  This  is 
because  English  students  have 
been  more  rigidly  trained  and 
those  of  higher  intelligence  have 
been  quickly  segregated.  The 
English  student  is  two  years  in 
advance  of  his  contemporaries 
here  at  the  undergraduate  level 
but  graduation  brings  both  groups 
together  on  an  equal  standing. 
No  English  student  is  allowed  to 
be  employed  aside  from  his  scho¬ 
lastic  endeavors  since  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  just  being  a  student 
is  a  full-time  position.  Scholar¬ 
ships  are  available  to  many 
(more  than  in  our  country)  and 
these  aids  cover  every  type  of 
expense.  I 

While  it  was  observed  that  the 
American  is  not  as  strict  in  his 
attitudes  toward  his  scholastic 
achievements,  he  is  much  more 
sophisticated  in  social  situations 
and  living  in  an  ever-demanding 
and  ever-changing  world.

Paris  in  May  was,  of  course, 
all  Paris  in  May  is  supposed  to 
be.  London  which  the  Syphers 
hadn’t  seen  since  1950  when 
there  were  still  bomb  craters  and 
ruins  greatly  impressed  Mrs. 
Sypher  with  its  transformation. 
The  people  are  prosperous,  more 
animated  and  more  self-confident 
than  in  the  depression  years  of 
the  1930’s  or  in  the  post-war 
1950.  The  city  itself  is  adding 
new  office  buildings,  store  s  and 
apartments  with  a  speed  un¬ 
matched  even  by  New  York. 
“They  have  lost  a  good  deal  of 
the  empire,  but  appear  to  have 
found  themselves,”  Mrs.  Sypher 
commented. 

The  embarkation  post  for 
home  was  Rotterdam,  but  it  is 
more  than  a  port.  In  1940  a 
Nazi  bombing  raid  in  twenty 
minutes  destroyed  the  entire 
center  of  the  city,  killing  20,000 
of  its  citizens.  Today  it  is  a  re¬ 
built  city  of  such  remarkable 
planning  and  architecture  that  it 
leads  the  world  in  city  planning.

the  Captain’s  hobby,  and  not 
until  we  had  read  his  letter  did 
we  have  any  idea  how  interesting 
a  hobby  this  could  be. 

Once,  for  instance,  the  Captain 
reports,  he  had  cast  one  of  his 
bottle-messages  adrift  about  200 
miles  ENE  of  Flores  Island  in 
the  Azores.  “About  three  months 
later,”  in  his  own  words,  "the 
message  was  picked  up  by  a 
farmer  on  the  beach  at  St.  Malo 
in  France.  It  was  handed  over 
to  the  principal  of  a  boys  school 
who  in  turn  got  in  touch  with 
me. 

“I  received  a  letter  from  the 
principal  some  time  later  inform¬ 
ing  me  of  my  bottle  message 
having  been  picked  up  and  that 
the  boys  at  the  school  had  been 
given  a  lecture  on  the  flow  of  the 
Gulf  Stream  eastward  across  the 
North  Atlantic,  hence  the  reason 
for  the  mild  weather  on  the  coast 
of  Brittany  as  well  as  in  the 
British  Isles.” 

As  far  as  current  speed  and 
distance  are  concerned.  Captain 
Smith  considers  his  record-break¬ 
ing  bottle  to  have  been  one  which 
he  set  adrift  off  Sombrero  Island 
in  the  British  West  Indies  which 
was  picked  up  in  the  Bahamas 
after  having  drifted  more  than 
600  miles  in  slightly  over  four 
months. 

The  Captain  closes  his  letter 
with  a  curious  quotation  from  a 
newspaper  clipping  which  he  says 
still  has  him  puzzled.  A  woman 
in  Wichita  Falls,  Texas,  reported 
in  her  local  paper  that  a  message 
put  in  a  bottle,  by  her  small  son 
and  dropped  in  the  Wichita  River 
was  retrieved  four  years  later  by 
a  beachcomber  in  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia!

Darwin  Centennial 
Held  On  Campus 

The  centennial  year  of  the 
publication  of  Charles  Darwin’s 
“The  Origin  of  Species”  was  com¬ 
memorated  twice  at  Lasell  during 
the  past  Week. 

Professor  Edwin  P.  Booth  of 
Boston  University’s  School  of 
Theology,  was  guest  speaker  at 
an  all-college  chapel  service  held 
in  Winslow  Hall  on  Monday, 
November  2,  wnen  he  discussed 
the  details  of  Darwin’s  biography. 

Then  on  Wednesday  evening, 
Dr.  Packard  opened  the  current 
series  of  lectures  sponsored  by 
the  Adult  Education  program  of 
the  Auburndale  Congregational 
Church,  with  his  talk  on  “Dar¬ 
winism:  one  phase  of  the  struggle 
between  science  and  religion.” 

In  a  long  and  scholarly  treat¬ 
ment,  Dr.  Packard  outlined  the 
historic  basis  of  the  traditional 
conflicts  between  scientific  theo¬ 
ries  and  mystical  religions  from 
the  Greeks  down  to  the  19th

Final  contribution 
was  by  the  President,  who  drop¬ 
ped  into  the  container  a  small 
collection  of  newspaper  clippings 
covering  current  and  recent 
events  in  Lasell  history. 

Mr.  Ordway,  who  is  a  half- 
brother  of  Lasell’s  late  president 
emeritus,  Dr.  Guy  M.  Winslow, 
was  graduated  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Vermont  in  1909,  by  which 
institution  he  was  also  awarded 
membership  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
the  same  year.  He  came  to  the 
college  in  1911  as  an  instructor 
in  physics  and  house  planning. 
Ultimately  he  took  over  entire 
|  supervision  of  Lasell’s  buildings 
( and  grounds,  the  position  which 
he  holds  to  this  day.  In  1945  he 
was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  where  he  has  variously 
served  on  its  Finance  Committee 
anu  Executive  Board. 

Mr.  Ordway  was  accompanied 
at  the  dedication  ceremony  by 
Mrs.  Ordway,  his  son  David,  and 
his  daughter,  Mrs.  Barbara  Ord¬ 
way  Brewer.

contact  with  American  jazz  —  a 
Fats  Waller  record,  —  showed 
him  where  he  could  really  let 
loose  his  fidgety  but  phenomenal 
virtuosity. 

Peiffer  was  an  underground 
jazzman  throughout  the  Occupa¬ 
tion  years:  the  Gestapo  equated 
jazz  with  America,  and  the 
enemy,  and  made  it  dangerous 
either  to  play,  or  to  listen. 
Peiffer  emerged,  after  volunteer 
service  with  the  First  French 
Army,  to  lead  a  gypsy-like  exist¬ 
ence  in  Paris,  Nice,  Brussels,  and 
Monte-Carlo. 

Peiffer  was  the  first  non- 
American  to  win  France’s  Grand 
Prix  International  Jazz  Award, 
the  only  musician  ever  to  be  so 
honored.  Visiting  American  cri¬ 
tics  Leonard  Feather  and  Barry 
Ulanov,  two  of  Peiffer’s  chief 
partisans  here,  heard  him  at  the 
Club  St.  Germain  de  Pres,  base¬ 
ment,  Left  Bank,  Paris.  Their 
praise  preceded  Peiffer’s  arrival 
in  this  country  more  than  four 
years  ago. 

Since  1956,  Bernard  Peiffer  has 
been  impressing  a  vast  number 
of  Americans,  of  all  musical  per¬ 
suasions,  with  his  almost  over¬ 
whelming  technical  mastery,  his 
drivingly  virile  improvisations.

Executive  Council 
Issues  Bulletin 


The  Executive  Council  on  No¬ 
vember  2  issued  its  second  bulle¬ 
tin  on  campus  matters.  The 
major  subject  of  the  bulletin 
dealt  with  the  revised  penalty 
system  on  which  a  committee  has 
been  deliberating  for  several 
weeks.  The  new  system  is  now  in 
effect  and  rules  as  follows:  For 
five  demerits  the  student  receives 
one  week  of  restrictions;  for  the 
sixth  demerit  the  student  loses 
one  card  per  week;  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  demerit  she 
will  lose  two  cards  per  week;  for 
the  ninth  demerit  she  will  have 
three  cards  denied  her;  and  for 
ten  demerits  she  will  be  penalized 
by  campusing  for  one  week. 

Announcement  was  also  made 
at  this  time  that  another  com¬ 
mittee  has  been  appointed  to 
review  the  permission  system  in 
addition  to  the  appointed  com¬ 
mittee  which  will  study  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  of  selling  supplementary 
paperbacks  for  different  depart¬ 
ments  on  campus.  Decisions  made 
by  these  committees  will  be  made 
public  when  the  next  bulletin  is 
issued.

I  as  serious  critics  and  an  enormous 


number  of  fans  seem  to  think,  it’s 
just  very  particularly  the  music 
of  today. 

In  1927,  when  he  was  five,  Ber¬ 
nard  Peiffer  played  his  first  piano. 
He  had  a  perfect  ear,  could  play 
anything  and  then,  to  his  family's 
chagin,  play  it  his  way.  In  1929, 
Uncle  Georges  took  time  off  from 
his  fugue  to  begin  Bernard’s 
classical  education;  this  included 
the  organ,  with  Uncle  Georges 
working  the  stops,  Bernard  at 
the  keys.  Peiffer  pere  started 
clocking  Bernard  for  six  hours 
daily  piano  practice.  Bernard 
didn’t  like  it. 

In  1936,  the  elder  Peiffer  dis¬ 
covered  that  a  great  deal  of  what 
he  had  supposed  was  Beethoven 
was  actually  young  Bernard,  im¬ 
provising.  He  also  discovered  the 
airplane  books  hidden  behind 
Bernard's  music.  Further,  the 
local  Lycee  d’Epinal  suggested  I 


that  Bernard  was  possibly  too 
smart,  possibly  too  dumb,  in  any 
event  too  troublesome  to  the 
authorities,  so  why  not  send  him 
elsewhere  —  a  music  school, 
perhaps.  Bernard  was  14  at  the 
time. 

In  1942,  Bernard  Peiffer.  then 
19,  won  the  Premier  Prix 
d'Excellence  in  piano  at  the  Con¬ 
servatoire  National  de  Musique, 
Paris.  He  had  worked  there 
under  the  tutelage  of  Pierre 
Maire,  an  ex-student  of  Cortot, 
had  studied  also  at  the  Conserva¬ 
toire  de  Marseille  and  Paris’  Ecole 
Normale  de  Musique  where  he 
concentrated  on  harmony  and  the 
history  of  music.  His  virtuoso 
future  on  the  traditional  concert 
stage  seemed  a  certainty,  to 
everyone  but  Bernard.  Bernard 
had  heard  a  Fats  Waller  record 
and  with  it  the  American  jazz 
call  of  rhythmic  freedom,  im- 
provisational  scope. 

In  1943,  Peiffer  made  his  pro¬ 
fessional  debut,  as  a  jazzman,  in 
a  group  led  by  the  alto-saxo- 
phonist  Andre  Ekyan.  The  same 
year,  Bernard  cut  his  first  record, 
“That  Good  Old  Fats”  and 
"Bernies  Blues,”  on  the  Swing 
(Paris)  label.  Soon  after,  he 
began  to  work  with  and  for  the 
late  great  guitarist  Django  Rein¬ 
hardt  at  Boeuf  Sur  Le  Toit  in 
Paris. 

In  1945,  Bernard  Peiffer  was  a 
volunteer  in  the  First  French 
Army,  Rhine  and  Danube.  He 
emerged  in  time  for  the  big  Con¬ 
tinental  jazz  festival  in  Nice, 
1946.  Bernard  stayed  in  a  Nice 
club  for  awhile,  then  toured  with

a  band  led  by  Hubert  Rostaing 
and  Jacques  Helian.  Around  1947, 
he  met  ex-EUingtonian  Rex 
Stewart  and  toured  France,  Bel¬ 
gium  and  Switzerland  with 
Stewart’s  seven-man  combo.  For 
several  years,  Bernard's  jazz 
existence  was  wandering;  he  play¬ 
ed  at  the  Sporting  Club  in  Monte 
Carlo,  Casino  Knockke  le  Zoute 
in  Brussels,  the  Lido  in  Paris; 
gave  recitals  at  Salle  Pleyel  and 
the  Palais  de  Chaillot,  teamed 
with,  among  others,  Don  Byerson 
and  Billy  Coleman,  to  tour  in  the 
first  civilian  band  to  be  heard  in 
Germany  after  the  War. 

Around  1950,  Bernard  struck 
out  on  his  own,  formed  a  trio  and 
settled  at  the  Club  St.  Germain 
des  Pres  on  the  Paris  left  bank. 
While  there,  he  made  records, 
winning  the  Grand  Prix  du 
Disque  twice;  scored  and  played 
the  scores  of  several  movies,  and, 
most  important,  was  heard 
enough  to  achieve  a  reputation 
as  Europe’s  major  jazz  figure. 

Bernard  came  to  the  United 
States  approximately  four  years 
ago.  He  has  had  an  enormous 
success  here,  playing  at  Birdland, 
The  Embers,  and  The  Composer 
in  New  York,  clubs  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  Chicago  and  Philadelphia, 
where,  incidentally,  he  now  makes 
his  home;  he  appeared  at  the 
Charlie  Parker  Memorial  Con¬ 
cert  in  Carnegie  Hall,  had  a  reci¬ 
tal  of  his  own  at  the  Philadelphia 
Academy  of  Music,  has  been,  for 
the  last  two  summers,  a  star  of 
the  Newport  Jazz  Festival;  his 
three  long-playing  records  are 
outsanding  hits,  “Bernies  Tunes” 
on  EmArcy,  "Piano  a  la  Mood” 
and  "The  Astounding  Bernard 
Peiffer”  on  Decca.

He  has  had  marathon  runs  in  the 
great  jazz  rooms  of  Chicago, 
Washington,  Philadelphia,  where 
he  makes  his  home,  and  New 
York. 

At  the  Philadelphia  Academy 
of  Music  he  split  a  program, 
soloing  Ravel,  Debussy,  Prokofiev 
and  an  atonal  composition  of  his 
own,  "Black  Moon,”  during  the 
first  half,  then,  changing  from 
tuxedo  to  sports  jacket,  launching 
into  a  second-half  session  of  pure 
and  joyous  ensemble  jazz.  Leo¬ 
nard  Bernstein  was  one  of  the 
sponsors  of  the  event. 

Peiffer  played  at  the  Newport 
Jazz  Festival  in  1957  and  was 
invited  to  return  in  1958.  He  was 
a  sensation.  Decca  Records  pre¬ 
served  his  Newport  numbers  in 
a  collection  called  "The  Astound¬ 
ing  Bernard  Peiffer.”  Two  other 
Peiffer  discs  are  also  current 
hits :  “Bernie  Tunes”  on  the 
EmArcy  label;  “Piano  a  la  Mood” 
on  Decca. 

The  Lasell  Series  this  year  will 
consist  of  two  concerts.  The 
second,  scheduled  for  early  in 
April,  will  offer  Betty  Allen, 
soloist  with  the  Boston,  the  New 
York  Philharmonic,  and  the  Ber¬ 
lin  Philharmonic  orchestras,  and 
a  singer  described  by  the  critic 
of  the  New  York  “World  Tele¬ 
gram”  as  "the  most  sumputously 
gifted  mezzo-soprano  in  America 
today. 

Instituted  in  the  spring  of  1956 
to  replace  the  old  11:30  a.m.  | 
"musical  assemblies”  with  re-  j 
quired  attendance,  the  Lasell 
Series  enjoyed  great  success 
during  its  first  half  season  and 
throughout  the  whole  of  the 
1956-57  academic  year,  after 
which  it  was  unaccountably 
allowed  to  lapse.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  coming  concerts  will  mark 
the  return  of  an  artist  series  as 
a  permanent  feature  of  campus 
life.

Talks  To  Artists 


Mr.  William  J.  Brown  of  the 
Worcester  Crafts  Center  was  the 
guest  speaker  at  the  third  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  new  Lasell  Art  Depart¬ 
ment  series  held  in  Rand  Hall  on 
Wednesday,  November  4. 

A  Crafts  Center  instructor 
since  1957,  Mr.  Brown  has  also 
been  associated  with  the  Flint 
(Michigan)  Institute  of  Art,  the 
Haystack  School  of  Crafts  in 
Maine,  the  University  of  Dela¬ 
ware,  and  the  State  University 
of  New  York  Teachers  College 
where  he  was  an  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  design. 

Mr.  Brown  told  an  interested 
group  of  art  majors  and  faculty 
that  he  considered  design  to  be 
“the  solution  to  a  visual  problem.” 
He  said  that  through  the  ages 
artists  have  used  the  tools  of 
their  day  to  fit  the  design  needs 
of  their  time,  but  what  has  often 
happened  is  that  people  in  later 
ages  have  revered  the  object 
created  rather  than  found  in  it 
the  essence  or  solution  to  its 
visual  problem. 

“Many  people,”  Mr.  Brown 
noted,  “want  a  recipe  for  good 
design.”  But  there  is  none  — 
merely  a  creative  nature  that

will  accept  failure  as  well  as  suc¬ 
cess  as  a  way  to  creative  learn¬ 
ing.  “Serious  play”  was  his  apt 
description  of  the  process.

A  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  were  interested  in  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  a  field  trip  to  the  Wor¬ 
cester  Crafts  Center  at  a  later 
date.

These  are  the  same  groups  that 
talk  endlessly  about  peace,  about 
hope  for  tomorrow,  and  about 
peaceful  control  of  nuclear 
power  —  yet  when  the  President 
calls  for  their  support,  they  do 
not  offer  it.  He  takes  the  initia¬ 
tive  but  we  cannot  move  to  give 
him  the  necessary  backing. 

Unless  I  am  mistaken,  Mr. 
Eisenhower  was  elected  to  serve 
the  people,  but  as  he  tries  to 
fulfill  his  duties  he  is  blocked  by 
a  reform  group  or  some  other 
group  camouflaged  by  a  demo¬ 
cratic  name.  Please  do  not  mis¬ 
interpret  me.  I  am  all  for  our, 
democratic  liberties.  It  is  onlyj 
right  that  we  exercise  our  free¬ 
doms.  but  perhaps  they  should  be 
used  more  wisely.  (I  can  see 
Americans  if  some  Russian  loaded 
up  his  cart,  or  whatever,  with 
explosives  and  set  out  to  rid  the 
world  of  that  hypocritical  United 
States  President.

Unless  action  becomes  a  reality 
rather  than  a  potentiality,  this 

endless  haggling  will  continue 
with  the  end  result  that  the  world 
will  be  the  stage  of  bitter  dis¬ 
order.  As  we  now  discuss  the 

outcome  and  reactions  of  this 
first  meeting,  we  must  apprehen¬ 
sively  await  the  day  when  our 
leader  visits  Russia!  We  must1 
somehow  assure  President  Eisen- 1 
hower  of  our  support  and  help ! 
fortify  him  with  our  strength 1 
because  the  Russian  ordeal  ; 
promises  to  be  a  taxing  problem. ! 

In  summary  may  we  remind  the  [ 
readers  that  we  are  now  experi-j 
encing  some  of  the  most  histori- 1 
cal  days  of  recent  years.  Vital , 
and  crucial  decisions  must  soon  I 
be  made  which  will  have  great

Is  Chapel  Guest 

The  Reverend  Eugene  Meyer 
of  the  Congregational  Church  in 
Auburndale  gave  the  chapel 
sermon  on  October  18  in  Winslow. 
His  sermon  was  based  on  the 
quotation  “Behold!  he  has  hidden 
himself  among  the  stuff.”  He 
asserted  that  humans  need  faith 
to  live  and  that  while  we  physic¬ 
ally  attempt  to  meet  life’s  respon¬ 
sibilities  our  spirits  remain  timid 
and  afraid.  We  must  change  as 
the  world  changes  in  order  to 
live  compatibly,  but  too  often  our 
way  of  escape  is  by  questioning 
“how?”.  He  emphasized  the 
thought  that  our  timidity  and 
fear  are  often  our  own  undoing.

Because  of  the  “meaningless  im¬ 
pedimenta”  of  our  lives  we  forget 
the  worthwhile  things.  We  get  so 
wrapped  up  in  the  basic  thought 
of  existence  that  we  have  no  time  | 
to  devote  to  the  natural  thrills  or 
pleasures  in  life.  “We  waste  our 
time  on  things  that  really  matter  ! 
so  little.” 

Complete  silence  settled  on  the 
hall  when  Reverend  Meyer  made 
the  statement  that  “If  we  cannot 
give  time,  and  use  the  reason 
that  we  do  not  have  enough  time, 
then  we  are  stupid.”  It  seemed 
to  shock  the  students  into 
thought.

This  letter  which  was  written  in  a  pitiful  pencil  scrawl  is  one 
of  the  most  touching  Christmas  lists  we  have  ever  seen.  Written 
by  a  29-year-old  widow  who  has  two  children  and  lives  with  her 
parents,  the  letter  was  also  written  for  her  brother,  w'ho  has  six 
children.  She  asks  for  the  simplest  things,  such  as  clothing  which 
she  can  make  over  for  her  youngsters.  What  are  we  asking  for 
in  comparison  to  her  wants? 

There  is  a  simple  dignity  about  this  woman  w’ho  asks  not  for 
charity  but  a  chance  —  a  chance  to  make  Christmas  this  year 
a  little  brighter  for  her  children.  By  examining  the  letter,  it  is 
easily  seen  that  there  is  no  explanation  needed  to  describe  their 
situation. 

This  letter  makes  one  pause  and  winder  how  far  we  have 
wandered  from  the  spirit  of  Christmas.

Japanese  Freshman  Supplies 
Insights  Into  Own  Culture

Makiko  Nakagawa  who  lived 
in  Fukuoka,  Japan's  seventh  lar¬ 
gest  city,  until  her  freshman 
year  at  Lasell,  is  well  prepared  j 
to  give  us  an  insight  into  that 
Japanese  culture  where  tradition 
and  the  kimono  have  collaborated 
to  create  a  restrained  and  digni¬ 
fied  way  of  life  which  makes 
Americans  appear  frivolous  and 
almost  uncivilized. 

“Miki”  is  the  oldest  of  three 
girls  ranging  from  kingergarten 
to  St.  Mool’s,  a  private  high 
school  in  Japan  which  "Miki”  and 
also  Michiko,  the  new  Princess 
of  Japan,  attended.  Happily  Miki’s 
father  is  in  New  York  at  the 
Rockefeller  Medical  Institute  so 
that  she  retains  immediate  con¬ 
tact  with  one  member  of  her 
family.  At  Lasell  she  has  selected 
the  General  course  and  her 
academic  hours  are  spent  build¬ 
ing  a  broad  base  of  Western 
knowledge. 

Her  free  moments  reflect  a 
conservative  combining  of  the 
two  cultures,  as  her  outside  in¬ 
terests  include  skating,  embroi¬ 
dering,  knitting,  reading  Japanese 
literature,  and  performing  the 
Japanese  dance.

Mrs.  Manghue  Has 
Article  Published 

Word  has  just  been  received  at 
“News”  office  that  an  article 
written  by  Mrs.  Ruth  E.  Mang- 
hue,  an  instructor  in  the  Lasell 
Secretarial  Department,  will  ap¬ 
pear  in  the  December  issue  of 
the  Junior  College  Journal. 

Entitled  "Merchandising  Mathe¬ 
matics  in  the  Junior  College  Re¬ 
tailing  Curriculum,”  the  article  is 
based  on  a  research  project  which 
Mrs.  Manghue  used  in  partial  ful¬ 
fillment  of  the  requirements  for 
her  Master  of  Arts  degree  at 
Teachers  College,  Columbia. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Lasell 
Retailing  Department,  Mrs.  Mang¬ 
hue  created  an  elaborate  ques¬ 
tionnaire  which  was  distributed 
to  some  29  private  junior  colleges 
across  the  country  that  offer 
retailing  curricula  similar  to  La- 
sell's.  The  present  article  is  a 
distillation  of  the  information 
gathered  from  these  question¬ 
naires. 

When  Mrs.  Manghue  embarked 
on  this  project  in  July  of  1958  it 
was  considered  of  sufficient  im¬ 
portance  to  be  listed  by  the 
American  Council  of  Education, 
Office  of  Statistical  Information 
and  Research,  as  work  in  prog¬ 
ress  in  the  general  area  of  curri¬ 
culum.  As  a  result  Mrs.  Manghue 
has  been  flooded  with  requests 
for  access  to  her  findings  and  she 
feels  that  publication  of  the 
article  will  fill  a  gap  in  a  field 
in  which  there  seems  to  be  con¬ 
siderable  interest  at  the  present 
moment.

Lasell’s  seventh  annual  Book 
Fair  is  scheduled  this  year  for 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  February 
20  and  24,  according  to  an  an¬ 
nouncement  just  released  by  Miss 
Frances  Atwood,  Lasell’s  head 
librarian. 

Distinguished  visitors  to  the 
campus  for  the  occasion  will  this  | 
year  include  Miss  May  Sarton, 1 
poet  and  novelist,  and  Professor 
Robert  W.  Rogers,  chairman  of  j 
the  English  Department  of  the 
University  of  Illinois. 

The  theme  of  the  Book  Fair 
this  year  will  be  “Books  of  All 
Time,”  which,  as  Miss  Atwood 
has  told  this  reporter,  is  taken 
from  the  19th-century  English 
essayist  and  art  critic,  John 
Ruskin.  In  the  first  lecture  in  his 
celebrated  series  published  under 
the  title  of  Sesame  and  Lilies, 
Ruskin  has  written  that  “all 
books  are  divisible  into  two 
classes,  the  books  of  the  hour 
and  the  books  of  all  time.” 

Professor  Rogers  is  scheduled 
to  be  the  principal  speaker  at  the 
Book  Fair  all-college  assembly 
on  Tuesday  at  11 :30  in  Winslow 


Hall.  A  distinguished  scholar  and 
lecturer,  he  is  currently  on  sab¬ 
batical  leave  of  absence  for  the 
purpose  of  doing- '  reasearch  at 
Harvard  University  for  his  forth¬ 
coming  book  on  Alexander  Pope. 
Shortly  after  his  appearance  here 
Dr.  Rogers  will  leave  for  England 
to  continue  his  researches  at  the 
British  Museum. 

Miss  Sarton  will  be  the  guest 
of  honor  at  a  coffee  hour  to  be 
held  in  the  Library  on  Tuesday 
afternoon  from  3  to  5  p.m.  Her 
presence  is  particularly  welcome 
this  year  since  illness  prevented 
her  being  here  last  year  as 
originally  planned. 

John  Nerber,  a  critic  writing  in 
the  “New  York  Times”  has  said 
that  Miss  Sarton  “ranks  with  the  j 
very  best  of  our  distinguished 
novelists  today.”  This  talented 
woman,  who  is  acclaimed  inter¬ 
nationally  both  for  her  poetry 
and  her  prose,  was  born  in  Bel¬ 
gium  and  lived  there  until  the 
moment  when  she  and  her  family 
were  driven  out  by  the  Nazis.

As  the  latest  in  its  series  of

A  highly  successful  practicing 
architect  as  well  as  lecturer  on 
real  estate  and  land  development 
at  Boston  University,  Mr.  Foster 
is  the  founder  and  charter  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Organization  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Registered  Architects.  Al¬ 
though  his  chief  national  reputa¬ 
tion  has  been  in  the  field  of  resi¬ 
dential  design,  where  he  has 
planned  and  carried  to  completion 


many  land  and  housing  develop¬ 
ments,  he  has  also  done  much 

work  in  the  area  of  commercial 
building  design  and  industrial 
land  development,  including  such 
recent  projects  as  the  moderni¬ 
zation  of  the  Winchester  Junior 
High  School  and  the  Ambassador 
Hotel,  and  the  large  scale  con¬ 
struction  sponsored  by  Cabot, 

Cabot  and  Forbes  along  the 

Charles  River  and  at  the  Need¬ 
ham  Industrial  Park. 

After  discussing  briefly  the 
education  and  training  required 
for  the  practice  or  architecture, 
Mrs.  Foster  then  traced  the  steps

lem.  It  was  Interesting  to  note 
how  deeply  the  best  architects 
delve  into  the  personal  lives  and 
tastes  of  their  clients,  with  pre¬ 
liminary  informal  meetings  de¬ 
signed  to  let  the  architect  know 
enough  of  the  family’s  interests, 
hobbies,  financial  resources,  prob¬ 
able  number  of  children,  type  of 
entertaining,  and  the  like,  in 
order  to  see  to  it  that  their 
design  will  be  perfectly  adaptable 
to  the  personal  situation  in  ques¬ 
tion. 


Following  this  initial  investiga¬ 
tion,  the  architect  then  goes  on 
to  a  study  of  the  type  of  land 
on  which  the  client  intends  to 
build,  the  character  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood,  and  the  zoning  laws,  all 
of  which  must  be  well  under¬ 
stood  before  the  first  tentative 
sketch  is  made. 

The  next  step  is  to  get  some¬ 
thing  tangible  on  paper,  and  each 
re-drawing  of  the  floor  plans, 
elevation  or  perspective  views  of 
the  house  embodies  more  and 
more  refinements  and  approaches 
that  much  closer  to  the  prospec¬ 
tive  owner’s  dream  home. 

The  architect  then  sets  up  the 
technical  specifications  for  the 
construction,  involving  such  mat¬ 
ters  as  heating,  plumbing,  wiring, 
insulation,  etc.,  about  most  of 
which  the  owner  is  apt  to  be 
uninformed  and  to  depend  on  his 
architect  for  all  recommenda¬ 
tions. 

Finally,  the  finished  plans  and 
specifications  are  let  out  to  a 
number  of  reputable  contractors, 
and  the  job  is  offered  to  the  one 
with  the  lowest  bid.  The  archi¬ 
tect's  last  role  in  the  complicated 
process  is  to  supervise  the  work 
of  the  contractor  and  to  see  that 
he  lives  up  to  the  letter  of  the 
specifications  "and  that  the  owner 
is  getting  all  the  house  he  is  pay¬ 
ing  for. 

Mr.  Foster  closed  on  the  highly 
optimistic  note  that  in  view  of 
the  predictions  for  population  in¬ 
crease  in  this  country,  there  will 
be  a  fantastic  amount  of  building 
to  be  done,  and  that  careers  in 
architecture  will  be  full  of 
promise,  and  that  there  are  many 
job  openings  for  young  women  in 
the  field,  from  actual  designing 
and  architectural  work  for  those 
qualified,  right  on  down  through 
the  organization  to  draftsmen, 
typist-clerks,  and  receptionists.

Brilliant  Chinese  Scholar 


Is  New  English  Instructor 

The  college  is  happy  to  wel- 
]  come  to  its  faculty  a  charming 
new  recruit  to  the  English 
Department,  Dr.  Chun-Jo  Liu, 
who  replaced  Mrs.  Peirce  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  quarter 
this  year. 

Not  only  has  Dr.  Liu  already 
impressed  her  classes  with  her 
erudition  and  her  broad  knowl¬ 
edge  of  our  literature,  but  her 
mastery  of  some  seven  languages, 
ancient  and  modern,  makes  her 
unquestionably  Lasell’s  leading 
linguist  and  the  envy  of  her 
colleagues  on  the  faculty. 

A  native  of  Peking,  Dr.  Liu 
told  the  "News”  reporter  that 
English  is  by  far  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  second  language  of  educated 
people  in  China,  and  that  fully 
half  the  children  of  the  country 
start  studying  it,  as  she  did  in 
grade  school  —  which  may  help 
to  explain  why  her  command  of 
the  languages  is  frequently  better 
than  that  of  many  Americans. 


For  her  undergraduate  work, 
Dr.  Liu  attended  the  National 
South  West  Associated  Univer¬ 
sity,  from  which  she  received  her 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  This 
institution  was  actually  a  coali¬ 
tion  of  three  great  Chinese  uni¬ 
versities  that  pooled  classroom 
and  laboratory  facilities  in  the 
face  of  wartime  shortages.  "It 
was  a  little  as  if  Harvard,  Prince¬ 
ton,  and  Yale  were  operating  on 
the  same  campus,”  Dr.  Liu  says, 
“and  although  they  may  have 
peacefully  shared  the  same  build¬ 
ings,  there  was  certainly  no  meet¬ 
ing  of  minds.” 


In  1947  Miss  Liu  first  came  to 
the  United  States,  where  she 
enrolled  in  Occidental  College, 
Los  Angeles,  from  which  she 
received  the  Master  of  Arts 
degree  two  years  later.  At  the 
same  time,  as  a  small  by-product 
of  these  scholarly  pursuits,  she 
also  perfected  her  knowledge  of 
English,  and  added  French  and 
German  to  her  repertory  of 
modern  languages. 


Miss  Liu  next  matriculated  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin 
Graduate  School,  from  which  she 
received  her  doctorate  in  1952. 
By  coincidence,  while  studying  at 
Wisconsin,  she  attended  lectures 
by  Professor  Wylie  Sypher,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Department  of  Lan¬ 
guage,  Literature,  and  Arts  at 
Simmons  College  and  husband  of 
our  own  Mrs.  Sypher  of  the 
Lasell  English  Department,  who 
was  conducting  a  summer  ses¬ 
sion  at  Wisconsin  during  this 
period.  Dr.  Liu  also  took  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  availability  of  quali¬ 
fied  native-speaking  teachers 
there  to  learn  Italian.  Further, 
in  deference  to  her  growing 
understanding  that  our  Western 
culture  is  built  on  the  inheritance 
of  Greece,  and  that  Homer  and 
the  Greek  dramatists  form  the 
basis  of  our  literary  tradition,  Dr. 
Liu  also  learned  Greek  in  order 
to  be  able  to  read  these  writers 
in  the  original.

Currently  Dr.  Liu  lives  in  Cam-  j 
bridge,  where  she  shares  an ; 
apartment  with  a  music  major' 
from  Vassar.  and  follows  her! 
many  enthusaisms  in  an  atmos¬ 
phere  which  she  finds  both  j 
stimulating  and  satisfying.  The 
pro  .imity  of  the  great  Harvard 
Center  for  Oriental  Studies  has 
tempted  her  to  undertake  the 
study  of  Japanese,  and  she  sand¬ 
wiches  her  courses  in  that  lan¬ 
guage  into  her  Lasell  program 
by  means  of  a  series  of  frantic 


taxi-rides  between  Harvard  Yard 
and  Auburndale  on  certain  days 
I  of  the  week. 

|  At  the  same  time,  and  almost 
1  in  the  area  of  relaxation,  Dr.  Liu 
i  is  following  a  course  in  calculas 
'  in  the  Harvard  Extension  series, 

'  which  she  finds  most  useful,  she 
says,  both  for  her  general  reading 
in  contemporary  science  and 
philosophy,  as  well  as  for  her 
understanding  of  one  of  the  early 
basic  texts  in  Chinese  philosophy, 
the  "Book  of  Changes,”  in  which 
the  matter  of  probability  and 
related  concepts  bears  close  rela¬ 
tion  to  certain  basic  assumptions 
of  calculus. 

On  a  more  frivolous  level,  Dr. 
Liu  confesses  to  liking  very  much 
to  knit,  to  grow  plants,  and  to 
play  the  piano.  She  attends  the 
lectures  and  concerts  for  which 
Cambridge  is  justly  famous,  and 
would,  she  admits,  have  her 
rooms  full  of  animals  except  that 
the  apartment  house  people  take 
a  dim  view  of  pets. 

Asked  to  describe  differences 
between  the  Chinese  and  the 
American  educational  systems, 
Dr.  Liu  very  tactfully  refused  to 
be  drawn  into  any  traps.  She  did 
say  that  the  systems  are  more 
or  less  parallel,  with  the  typical 
Chinese  student  spending  some 
six  years  in  grade  school,  six 
more  in  high  school,  and  four  in 
college.  The  most  conspicious 
difference  in  curriculum  she 
thought  to  be  the  vastly  greater 
emphasis  given  to  mathematics  in 
the  secondary  schools  and  col¬ 
leges  of  China. 

Dr.  Liu  also  pointed  out  that 
in  modern  China  music  education 
is  completely  in  the  Western 
tradition,  and  that  her  own 
studies  in  this  area,  and  her  sing¬ 
ing  in  school  choruses  and  the 
like,  were  just  the  same  as  here 
—  with  the  same  composers, 
same  notation,  and  same  instru¬ 
ments.  The  “true”  or  "native” 
musical  tradition  of  China  is  al¬ 
ready  an  archaic  curiosity,  she 
reports,  and  is  practiced  today 
only  by  specialist,  antiquarians, 
or  dedicated  amateurs. 

Young  as  she  is,  Dr.  Liu  has 
already  established  a  considerable 
reputation  in  scholarly  circles  in 
this  country,  and  is  the  author  of 
at  least  two  monographs  in  the 
field  of  her  special  interest: 
“Heroes  and  Heroines  in  Modern 
Chinese  Fiction”  which  was  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Far  Eastern  Jour¬ 
nal,  and  "People,  Places  and

Educated  next  at  the  Shady 
Hill  School  in  Cambridge,  Mass., 
Miss  Sarton  was  early  attracted 
to  the  writing  of  poetry  because 
of  the  influence  of  one  of  her 
teachers  there,  the  highly  gifted 
Agnes  Hocking.  Following  this 
formative  period  at  Shady  Hill, 
Miss  Sarton  completed  her 
secondary  studies  at  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  High  and  Latin  School, 
after  which  she  spent  eight  years 
studying  acting  with  Eva  Le- 
Galienne  in  the  old  Civic  Reper¬ 
tory  Theatre.  At  the  dissolution 
of  this  company,  however,  her 
first  volume  of  poems,  Encounter 
in  April,  appeared,  and  it  became 
clear  to  her  and  to  everyone  else 
that  writing  was  to  be  her  career. 

Since  that  time  she  has  held  a 
wide  variety  of  interesting  posi¬ 
tions,  including  writing  film 
scripts  for  the  Office  of  War 
Information  during  the  second 
World  War,  extensive  lecturing 
on  poetry  before  college  audi¬ 
ences,  and  teaching  for  three 
years  at  Harvard  as  the  Briggs 
Copeland  professor  of  literature. 

In  1952  Miss  Sarton  received 
the  Reynolds  Lyric  Award  of  the 
Poetry  Society  of  America,  and  | 
the  next  year  she  was  honored 
by  Bryn  Mawr  College  with  the 
.5>3000  Lucy  Martin  Donelly  Fel¬ 
lowship.  She  has  also  been  a 
Guggenheim  Fellow. 

With  the  exception  of  her  most 
recent  Faithful  Are  the  Wounds, 
all  of  her  novels  have  European 
backgrounds,  as  does  the  famous 
short  story  familiar  to  all  Lasell 
freshmen,  "Good-by  to  a  World.” 
She  hopes  in  the  future,  she 
says,  to  write  more  books  on 
American  life  for,  among  other 
things,  the  purpose  of  making 
this  country  better  understood 
abroad. 

Miss  Sarton's  verse  is  primarily 
in  the  lyric  vein,  written,  as  one 
critic  has  said,  with  “admirable 
simplicity”  yet  with  imagery  of 
the  greatest  complexity.  “She 
demonstrates,”  to  quote  Wallace 
Fowlie,  "a  great  range  of  feeling 
and  subject,  an  unusual  strength 
in  describing  what  comes  before 
her  eyes  and  touches  her  heart.”

I  am  a  receptionist  in  the 
Medical  Department.  We  see  all 
the  people  who  don’t  feel  well 
and  keep  records  on  them.  All 
the  girls  here  are  nice  and  I’ve 
made  a  lot  of  friends.” 

A  1959  Medical  Secretary 
writes.  "I  am  very  happily  settled 
in  the  Pathology  Department  at 
Hartford  Hospital.  Most  of  my 
work  is  done  by  a  dictaphone.  I 
fill  out  surgical  and  autopsy  re¬ 
ports,  write  letters,  charge  pa¬ 
tients,  type  charts,  etc.  You  prob¬ 
ably  get  sick  of  hearing  girls  say 
how  very  important  the  termi¬ 
nology  of  medicine  is,  but  it  was 
one  of  the  very  first  things  I  was 
asked  when  I  was  interviewed.

A  Child  Study  girl  writes  about 
her  work :  "I  have  15  darling 
three-year  olds  in  my  class.  They 
come  at  8:30  a.m.  and  leave  at 
2:30  p.m.  I  put  them  to  bed  at 
12  until  2  because  I  am  exhaust¬ 
ed.  This  Child  Study  Center  is 
associated  with  a  private  sani¬ 
tarium  which  is  on  the  same 
grounds.  We  work  and  are  ob¬ 
served  all  the  time  by  phychia- 
trists,  psychologists,  and  social 
workers.  They  also  have  emo¬ 
tionally  disturbed  children  at  the 
Center  and  in  order  for  the  doc¬ 
tors  to  help  the  disturbed  child 
he  must  learn  how  the  normal 
child  reacts;  so  we  teachers  will 
forever  be  writing  out  behavior 
adjustment  problems,  etc.”

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Literary  Review  New  Food  Policy 


With  one  half-dollar,  you  can 
now  go  out  and  purchase  a  start¬ 
ling,  revealing,  and  above  all  en¬ 
tertaining  paperback  entitled  "My 
Ten  Years  As  A  Counterspy”.  The 
next  time  you  have  maybe  two 
hours  to  kill  and  you  feel  like 
relaxing,  why  don’t  you  go  out 
and  buy  this  new  book?  You  will 
find  it  interesting  for  it  has  far- 
reaching  appeal.  In  almost  three 
hundred  pages,  Borris  Morros, 
the  famous  Hollywood  movie  pro¬ 
ducer,  unfolds  his  fantastic  career 
as  an  F.B.I.  undercover  agent. 

After  living  a  relatively  normal 
and  peaceful  life,  Morros  sudden¬ 
ly  found  himself  plunged  into  the 
enveloping  darkness  of  Commun¬ 
ism  and  eventually  the  ten  even 
more  dangerous  years  of  counter¬ 
espionage. 

In  addition  to  being  the  first 
private  teacher  of  Gregor  Piati- 
gorsky,  one  of  the  most  famous 
living  cellists  today,  and  being 
a  very  successful  movie  productr. 
Morros  also  helped  many  people 
who  have  since  become  famous  — I 
Harry  Lillis  (Bing)  Crosby,  Gin¬ 
ger  Rogers,  Frank  Loesser  —  just 
to  name  a  few. 

An  amusing  section  of  the  book 
told  how  a  small-time  agent  ap¬ 
proached  the  author  offering  him 
as  a  huge  stage  attraction  Leon 
Trotsky,  exiled  co-father  of  the 
Russian  Revolt.  The  tact  with 
which  Morros  uttered  his  final  de¬ 
cision  only  placed  him  in  an  at¬ 
titude  seemingly  favorable  to  the 
“Cause”.  As  one  of  the  party 
members  told  him,  “We’ve  never 
forgotten  the  favor  you  did  us  a 
few  years  ago.  Keeping  Trotsky 
off  the  stage  of  your  Broadway 
theatre  is  something  we'll  always 
be  grateful  for.”  This_  same  man 
also  persuaded  the  confused  Mor¬ 
ros  that  “they”  were  fighting  the 
Nazis,  and  because  of  his  sensi¬ 
tivity  to  this  matter,  Morros,  be¬ 
lieving  the  agent  to  be  truthfully 
devoted  helped  their  fight. 

Contacts  started  making  life  un¬ 
easy  for  Morros  as  they  contin¬ 
uously  dropped  hints  about  the 
fate  of  the  family  he  left  behind 
in  Russia.  One  of  them  Morros 
described  thus:  “He  spoke  brok¬ 
en  English,  fractured  French,  and 
goulashed  German,  but  cursed 
eloquently  in  all  three,  not  to 
mention  swearing  impeccably  in 
Russian."  He  met  many  men  like 
this  during  his  twenty-one  year 
involvement  with  the  party.  “I 
had  no  idea,  even  then,  that  un¬ 
der  the  pressure  of  threats  to 
those  in  Russia  dear  to  me  I  was 
going  to  be  forced  to  give  more 
and  more  cooperation  to  Soviet 
undercover  workers  during  the 
next  ten  years  —  to  become  in 
fact  a  trusted  member  of  a  spy 
ring  whose  job  it  was  to  carry 
secret  and  confidential  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  highest  Soviet  intelli¬ 
gence  agency,  the  NKVD.  The 
delusion  that  I  was  still  a  free 
man.  however,  was  not  to  be  ex¬ 
ploded  for  a  long  time.” 

Facts  were  revealed  that  are 
still  hard  to  believe.  For  instance, 
that  the  daughter  of  one  of  Am¬ 
erica’s  most  important  diplomats 
during  the  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt 
Administration,  ambassador  to 
Germany  during  Hitler’s  years  of 
glory,  had  betrayed  everything  her 
father  fought  for  and  believed 
in  as  she  loyally  helped  her  hus¬ 
band  who  was  a  millionaire  back¬ 
er  of  a  Russian  spy  ring.  The 
name  of  this  couple?  Martha  and 
Alfred  K.  Stem  who  have  fled 
behind  the  Iron  Curtain. 

Oh  there  were  others  —  many 
of  them!  Jack  Soble  and  Myra, 
his  wife,  and  Jacob  Albam  - —  all 
three  are  serving  their  terms  in 


Dr.  Packard  issued  a  bulletin 
concerning  the  commissary  de¬ 
partment  in  relation  to  activities 
at  which  food  is  served.

ovski  and  her  husband  George 
fled  to  Paris  rather  than  try  to 
clear  themselves  of  the  charges 
facing  them  in  America.  These 
are  the  principal  names  mention¬ 
ed  in  this  book  but  there  are 
many  more  connected. 

Many  incidents  in  the  book  il¬ 
lustrated  the  Soviet  fear  towards 
American  propaganda.  Morros, 
sailing  to  Soviet  territory,  found 
great  difficulty  in  convincing  the 
Russians  to  allow  him  to  bring 
some  Paul  Whiteman  and  Cab 
Calloway  records  into  the  coun¬ 
try.  The  Soviets  were,  at  that 
time,  trying  to  show  the  superior¬ 
ity  of  proletarian  music  over  our 
capitalistic  music.  “Apparently 
they  were  afraid  that  Calloway, 
particularly,  would  violate  the 
virginal  purity  of  the  Soviet  ears 
that  listened  to  the  new  Com¬ 
munistic  music.”  Another  occur¬ 
rence  that  was  told  showed  the 
thoroughness  of  these  —  they 
found  out  the  bank  balance  of 
Morros  and  told  him  the  amount 
to  the  penny.  How  they  acquired 
that  information  he  still  doesn’t 
know.  And  this  was  only  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  a  series  of  things  they 
discovered  about  his  private  life. 
They  did  suspect  he  was  a  count¬ 
erspy  at  various  intervals  but  they 
never  did  get  conclusive  proof. 

So  he  lived  for  ten  years  on  the 
dangerous  middle  line  —  working 
as  a  Soviet  spy  and  also  as  an 
F.B.I.  Counterspy  —  trying  to 
maintain  a  balance  that  would 
not  destroy  his  precarious  posi- 
,  tion.  All  is  revealed  in  this  ac¬ 
count  of  his  experiences.  You  can 
read  about  the  life  of  a  spy,  the 
J  conflict  in  a  ringleader’s  heart 
between  party  loyalty  and  Amer¬ 
ican  capitalism,  the  plotting  of 
Russian  agents  against  our  se- 
'  curity,  and  the  apathy  that  arises 
when  a  party  member  is  murder- 
!  ed.  Morros  said,  “If  I  did  wrong 
[  in  the  years  before  I  offered  my 
services  to  the  United  States 
government,  I  did  it  unthinkingly. 
For  whatever  mistakes  I  made  I 
have  atoned  in  full  measure.” 

I  highly  doubt  that  this  book 
I  will  win  any  coveted  award  for 
literary  achievement.  It  is  not  a 
literary  masterpiece.  But  it  is 
I  something  that  you  should  read, 
j  It  blurts  out  the  truth  that  had 
i  to  be  locked  in  a  man’s  heart  for 
I  so  long.  Mr.  Morros'  work  associ¬ 
ates  us  with  the  terrible  ordeal 
|  this  once  respected  man,  alter¬ 
nately  called  phony  and  traitor, 

!  had  to  live  through. 

No,  this  may  not  be  a  book  to 
go  down  in  history,  but  “My  Ten 
I  Years  As  a  Counterspy”  should 
be  read  by  freedom-loving  Amer¬ 
icans.  This  is  the  story  of  a  man 
I  who,  unknowingly  perhaps,  did  a

From  murmurings  heard  around  campus,  there  seems 
to  be  some  question  about  the  authority  exercised  here. 
Contentment  seems  to  be  quivering  and  perhaps  for  a 
good  reason.  Doesn’t  it  seem  logical  that  if  class  and 
school  officers  are  to  fulfill  the  duties  their  positions  hold 
they  should  step  out  of  the  figurehead  category?  What  is 
the  use  of  making  college  laws  if  they  are  not  enforced? 
Imagine  the  confusion  that  would  arise  if  the  U.  S.  govern¬ 
ment  made  millions  of  laws  and  then  let  its  citizens  do 
just  as  they  pleased.  We  might  as  well  be  without  any 
government  or  laws  if  they  aren’t  enforced.  This  applies 
to  the  Lasell  campus  just  as  readily  as  it  does  to  the

English  Instructor  Reveals 
Opinions  And  Experiences 


This  year,  the  college  has  wel¬ 
comed  Mr.  Edward  Lawson,  Jr. 
as  a  member  of  the  faculty  in  the 
English  Department.  Throughout 
this  interview  it  became  apparent 
that  Mr.  Lawson  has  brought  a 
refreshing  background  of  con¬ 
trasts  to  Lasell. 

Mr.  Lawson  is  currently  doing 
a  study  of  the  eighteenth  century 
poet,  William  Collins,  while  finish¬ 
ing  work  for  his  Master  of  Arts 
degree  at  Boston  University.  He 
earned  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
from  B.U.’s  College  of  Liberal 
Arts,  after  studying  for  two  years 
at  the  University’s  College  of 
Education. 

Concerning  the  latter  school, 
Mr.  Lawson  had  some  revealing 
comments  to  make  about  its  inte¬ 
grated  program  of  study.  Funda¬ 
mental  concepts  and  major  figures 
of  each  given  period  were  studied 
simultaneously  in  all  courses. 
Also,  several  fields  of  learning 
were  covered  in  one  course,  e.g. 
Humanities  included  art,  litera¬ 
ture,  and  drama;  Human  Rela¬ 
tions  consisted  of  sociology, 
psychology,  and  anthropology; 
Political  Economics  comprised 
history,  politics  and  economics. 
Therefore,  the  curriculum  center¬ 
ed  on  one  period  in  history  inter¬ 
weaving  its  various  sources  of 
knowledge.  Mr.  Lawson  felt  that 
this  panoramic  presentation  of 
study  gave  him  the  two-fold 
benefit  of  a  liberal  education  and 
the  ability  to  choose  his  field  of 
concentration  with  confidence. 

When  asked  to  compare  the 
academic  and  social  atmosphere 
of  a  small  suburban  college  with 
that  of  a  large  urban  university, 
he  noted  that  there  was  much 
more  “two-way  communication" 
|  between  students  and  faculty  on 
|  the  small  campus.  In  a  large 
school,  “the  communication  is 
I  largely  one  way,  from  the  instruc- 
|  tor  to  the  student,  with  the  result 
|  that  the  individual  student  is 
I  never  known  to  the  instructor, 
j  and  the  instructor  takes  on  the 
aspect  of  a  demagogue  for  the 
student.” 

Mr.  Lawson  has  been  pleased 
to  find  a  natural  two-way  com¬ 
munication  at  Lasell,  and  the 
resultant  friendly  atmosphere.  He 
also  hoped  that  he  and  his  wife 
(an  administrative  assistant  at 
the  Cambridge  School  of  Weston) 
would  be  able  to  gain  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  even  greater  rapport 


that  is  offered  by  living  on  or 
near  the  campus. 

"At  times,”  commented  Mr. 
Lawson,  “more  knowledge  is  gain¬ 
ed  over  coffee  cups  than  over  the 
teacher’s  desk.” 

His  reply  to  the  query  about 
favorite  writers  was  “many  — - 
from  several  countries  and  eras,” 
but  then  confided  that  both  he 
and  Mrs.  Lawson  have  always 
enjoyed  the  writings  of  A.  A. 
Milne,  and  particularly  his  delight¬ 
ful  saga  of  “Winnie  the  Pooh.” 

A  native  of  Andover,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  Mr.  Lawson  had  an  extend¬ 
ed  stay  of  seventeen  months  in 
our  49th  state,  Alaska,  while 
serving  two  years  in  the  United 
States  Army.  Asked  his  impres¬ 
sions  of  Alaska,  he  said  he  found 
that  it  had  “the  vastness  of 
Milton’s  ‘Paradise  Lost,’  ”  and 
that  it  was  “an  Eden  in  summer.” 
Although  prodded,  he  declined  to 
carry  the  analogy  further. 

His  liking  for  the  outdoors  has 
a  very  practical  aspect,  for  he  has 
been  a  free-lance  surveyor  and 
draughtsman  for  several  years,  an 
admittedly  refreshing  change  of 
pace  from  the  academic  world. 

The  Lawsons’  love  of  nature 
resulted  in  a  delightfully  amusing 
tale  as  Mr.  Lawson  discussed 
“Tanglewyld,”  their  retreat  in  the 
Catskill  Mountains.  “Tanglewyld” 
offers  “isolation,  privacy  and  an 
occasional  missed  shot  at  a  bob¬ 
cat”  on  every  available  vacation. 
Because  they  disliked  being  so  far 
away  from  their  retreat,  they 
brought  “Kipper”  home  as  a 
reminder.  “Kipper”  is  a  strange 
pet,  indeed,  for  “he”  is  a  baby  fir 
tree. 

At  the  close  of  the  interview, 
Mr.  Lawson  related  two  amusing 
experiences  from  his  first  year  at 
Lasell. 

The  Friday  evening  before  his 
first  day  of  classes,  he  arrived  at 
the  White  House  with  another 
new  English  instructor  for  the 
open  house.  Finding  the  students 
lined  up  as  far  as  the  sidewalk, 
they  attempted  to  investigate  the 
rear  entrance,  only  to  be  checked 
by  an  officer’s  fatherly  reprimand, 
“Now  boys,  you  can’t  go  in  there. 
There’s  a  reception  going  on.” 
Explanations  and  the  good- 
natured  laughter  of  the  police 
officer  only  slightly  salved  two 
damaged  egos. 

The  second  incident,  involving  a 
thoroughly  upset  student,  will 


Annual  Book  Fair 
Is  Judged  Success 

On  February  23  and  24,  the 
library  tables,  usually  spread  out 
and  covered  with  books,  coats, 
lunches  and  elbows  of  industrious, 
worried  and  talkative  students, 
were  linen-covered  and  arranged 
in  a  U  formation  for  the  annual 
Book  Fair  with  the  purpose  of  dis¬ 
playing  the  new  and  glossy  "Books 
of  all  Time."  Decorative  display 
cards  prepared  by  Mrs.  Cuneo’s 
art  class  announced  the  fourteen 
categories:  Tales  for  Tiny  Tots, 
Fairy  Tales,  Fiction,  Biography, 
Travel,  Music,  Theatre,  Art, 
Poetry,  Wit  and  Humor,  Nature, 
Science,  Home  Economics,  Inspira¬ 
tion  and  Reference  with  original 
and  pertinent  cut-out  illustrations. 

At  the  all-college  assembly  on 
February  23,  Judy  Edmonson,  a 
senior,  introduced  Professor  Robert 
Rogers,  head  the  English  depart¬ 
ment  at  the  University  of  Illinois, 
who  was  guest  speaker  at  the 
first  scheduled  event  for  the  Book 
Fair.  Professor  Rogers  opened  his 
speech  about  "Libraries  and  You" 
with  mention  of  our  cultural  heri¬ 
tage.  Since  February  is  the  time 
for  taking  stock  and  the  birth- 
month  of  two  national  heroes,  the 
speaker  considered  this  the  per¬ 
fect  time  to  think  about  national 
institutions,  specifically  the  li¬ 
brary,  both  as  a  formal  institu- 
I  tional  affair  and  as  a  personal 

I  collection. 

i 

Professor  Rogers  asserted  that 
“Libraries,  the  only  man-made 
way  of  progressing  knowledge 
besides  the  laboratory,  are  one  of 
the  best  weapons  we  have  in  our 
war  against  ignorance  and  super¬ 
stition.”  He  included  an  exposure 
of  people’s  indifference  while  de¬ 
scribing  the  role  of  the  librarian 
in  our  society.  "The  librarian  is 
as  vital  to  our  culture  as  the 
teacher  and  the  shortage  is  as 
acute,  but  the  public  is  not  aware 
of  it  because  the  need  isn’t  pre¬ 
sented  as  dramatically  to  the 
public  as  is  the  teacher  shortage.” 
To  be  a  librarian,  as  outlined  by 
Professor  Rogers,  requires  techni¬ 
cal  skill,  the  ability  to  distinguish 
books,  planning,  a  knowledge  of 
whom  the  library  serves  and 
“discrimination  at  every  point.” 
Our  guest  speaker  maintained 
that  “Without  librarians,  science 
couldn’t  advance,  intellectual  dis¬ 
cipline  couldn’t  have  developed, 
nor  could  the  modern  world  have 
evolved."  He  encouraged  all  those 
interested  in  education  and  social 
welfare  to  seriously  consider  the 
rewarding  work  of  the  librarian. 
Others  whose  abilities  are  not 
suited  for  this  profession  would 
greatly  benefit  the  profession  by 
contributing  financially  to  the 
library,  being  on  the  library  board, 
or  making  suggestions  to  the  li¬ 
brarian  for  the  purchase  of  new 
books.  Professor  Rogers  believes 
that  “profound  ignorance  is  re¬ 
flected  when  a  librarian  is  severely 
criticized."  Those  who  criticize 
rarely  take  into  consideration  a

Dr.  Packard  Points  Out  Necessity  For 
Students  Viewing  Selves  Objectively 


Editor’s  Note:  We  feel  this  is 
one  of  the  best  and  most  illumi¬ 
nating  oratorical  presentations 
offered  to  the  student  body.  It  is 
a  surprising  observation  of  Lasell, 
1960  —  not  only  surprising,  but 
to  some  extent  even  startling  and 
its  effects  should  not  be  readily 
dismissed.  We  have  tried  to 
present  the  meat  of  his  talk  and 
still  not  destroy  its  unity.  The 
impact  of  the  message  stimulated 
various  reactions  but  we  would 
like  all  associated  with  Lasell, 
especially  her  students,  to  examine 
the  contents  carefully.  The  treat¬ 
ment  of  this  subject  by  our  Presi¬ 
dent  is  an  accurate  and  objective 
criticism  —  the  impression  of 
which  should  be  deep  and  pene¬ 
trating. 

*  *  * 

Dr.  Packard,  in  a  speech  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  February  15  chapel, 
centered  his  attention  on  a  "Silent 
Traveler  at  Lasell”  and  asked  us 
to  look  at  our  campus  through 
the  eyes  of  such  an  "acute  and 
wise”  observer  as  Chiang  Yee, 
author  of  the  books  The  Silent 
Traveler  in  Boston  and  The  Silent 
Traveler  in  New  York. 

"Inviting  the  silent  traveler  to 
gather  reasons  for  students  to 
come  to  Lasell,”  began  Dr. 
Packard,  “would  bring  a  variety 
of  responses  perhaps  such  as  ‘I 
am  a  leader  or  I  am  a  social  asset 
therefore  this  school  is  privileged 
to  have  me  here.’  ’’  The  traveler 
would  see  others  who  are  here 
for  practical  and  useful  educa¬ 
tional  gains.  "Perhaps  he  would 
see  students  who  feel  this  college 
exists  only  to  enable  you  to  have 
a  good  time  with  a  minimum  of 
effort,”  asserted  our  President. 
Many  students  are  of  the  opinion 
that  a  four-year  school  is  where 


studying  takes  place:  at  a  junior 
college  you  can  just  have  fun  all 
the  time.  Coming  from  a  child- 
centered  generation  such  as  the 
present,  students  expect  to  be 
accommodated  in  their  search  for 
pleasurable  ends  —  "Could  the 
traveler  overlook  this  aspect?" 

Dr.  Packard  assured  the  assem¬ 
blage  that  Lasell  exists  to  educate, 
'the  leaders  —  the  elite  -  -  or  the 
masses,”  as  well  as  to  serve  as  a  j 
guide  in  instructing  young  girls 
how  to  live  in  a  society.  He  prod¬ 
ded  students  to  evaluate  their  con- ! 
sideration  of  others,  meanwhile j 
citing  various  inconsiderate  occur¬ 
rences  around  a  campus.  He  says  j 
that  in  chapel  the  gathering  of  j 
books  and  coats  when  the  speaker 
says  “and  finally"  certainly  points 
out  the  need  for  this  education. 
He  then  discussed  honestly  as  he 
mentioned  "falsifying  date  cards, 1 
petty  stealing,  and  even  signing 
chapel  attendance  cards  and  not 
appearing  in  chapel.” 

Our  President  then  emphasized 
the  fundamental  issue  around 
which  Lasell’s  existence  is  center¬ 
ed  —  "to  enlist  its  students  in  a 
cause  —  the  search  for  truth 
through  the  development  of  think¬ 
ing.”  Dr.  Packard  continued  by 
saying  that  "Beyond  the  useful 
and  practical,  Lasell  stands  for 
developing  philosophical  insight 
into  the  problems  and  goals  of 
life.” 

The  President  brought  his 
speech  to  a  close  with  these 
words  —  "If  we  have  not  carried 
I  out  these  ideals  of  social  experi¬ 
ence  and  useful  and  philosophical 
knowledge,  we  will  aim  to  do  so. 
If  we  need  better  dormitories, 
better  social  habits,  better  teach¬ 
ers,  better  books,  better  labora¬ 
tories,  we  will  get  them.  So  that

1947  he  obtained  his  Th.  D.  from 
Harvard  Divinity  School. 

Dr.  Martin  was  pastor  of  the 
Rochester  Congregational  Church, 
1937-44,  and  was  pastor  of  the 
Trinitarian  Congregational  Church 
in  Taunton,  1944-48.  During  1957 
he  took  a  sabbatical  leave  to  Cam¬ 
bridge  University  in  England 
where  he  studied  theology.  Our 
speaker  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  and  is  listed  in  “Who's 
Who  in  American  Education”  and 
the  "Directory  of  American 
Scholars." 

The  thesis  for  Dr.  Martin’s 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology,  as 
yet  unpublished,  is  entitled  “The 
Concept  of  Forgiveness  and  the 
Theology  of  St.  Paul."  He  has 
also  written  one  chapter  in  “The 
Return  to  Reason,"  ed.  John  Wild, 
1951,  by  Henry  Regnery.  Lasell 
is  proud  and  honored  to  have  such 
a  distinguished  gentleman  speak 
to  our  student  body. 

Before  the  honor  awards  are 
presented.  Dr.  Packard  will  give 
a  brief  talk.  As  Dean  Van  Etten, 
the  Academic  Dean,  reads  the 
names  of  these  seniors,  the  stu¬ 
dents  will  walk  across  the  stage, 
attired  in  their  caps  and  gowns, 
to  receive  the  special  certificates 
from  Dr.  Packard. 

Also  on  the  stage  will  be  the 
Dean  of  Women,  Miss  Babcock, 
and  the  academic  advisors,  Dean 
Atwater  and  Dean  Johnson.  The 
names  of  these  seventeen  honored 
seniors  will  be  published  in  the 
next  issue  of  the  "News.”

lack  of  funds  or  personnel  diffi¬ 
culties. 

According  to  Professor  Rogers, 
education  and  morality  are  so  con¬ 
fused  that  schools  neglect  much 
of  their  educational  duty  to  take 
over  duties  belonging  to  the  home. 
He  suggests  that  individuals 
should  start  their  own  collections 
for,  unlike  previous  times  when 
only  the  wealthy  could  accumu¬ 
late  libraries,  anyone  can  begin 
collecting.  A  library  doesn’t  con¬ 
sist  of  a  meaningless  collection  of 
books  purchased  to  fill  up  shelves. 
"The  wise  collector,”  states  our 
guest,  “should  organize  around 
some  particular  subject  matter  or 
author.”  He  added  that  perhaps 
the  most  important  thing  to  keep 
in  mind  is  selecting  books  which 
interest  and  challenge  you.  Al¬ 
though  it  develops  into  a  lifetime 
task  for  some  people,  the  rewards 
are  great.  Professor  Rogers  cli¬ 
maxed  his  presentation  with  the 
thought,  "If  you  collect  books,  be 
sure  to  read  them!"  —  which  was 
regarded  by  the  audience  as  most 
appropriate. 

Miss  Atwood,  school  librarian, 
fulfilled  all  the  duties  described 
by  Professor  Rogers  in  his  speech 
as  she  busily  made  preparations 
for  the  two-day  literary  excursion.

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Seventeen  For 
Academic  Honors 


Seniors,  attired  in  black  robes 
to  honor  their  seventeen  class¬ 
mates  who  had  made  honor  grades 
for  three  semesters,  marched  into 
Winslow  Hall  for  the  special  cere¬ 
mony  which  was  held  on  March  7. 
Dr.  J.  Arthur  Martin,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Religion  at  Whea¬ 
ton,  as  well  as  Asst.  Dean  John¬ 
son,  Dean  Van  Etten,  Dr.  Packard, 
Dean  Babcock,  and  Miss  Atwater 
conducted  the  assembly  for  the 
seventeen  honor  students. 

Dr.  Packard  introduced  Dr. 
Martin  who  gave  the  main 
address.  His  speech  opened  with 
the  fourth  verse  of  Luke,  chapter 
four,  "Launch  out  into  the  deep 
and  let  down  your  nets  for  a 
draught.”  He  compared  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  a  few  great  scientists 
upon  man's  life,  with  the  rela¬ 
tively  minor  influence  of  great 
artists  such  as  Beethoven,  Bach 
and  Shakespeare.  The  intended 
inference  was  that  man  is  so  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  material  aspects 
of  life,  and  so  caught  up  in  its 
routines  that  he  neglects  life’s 
great  works.  Dr.  Martin  also 
emphasized  the  need  to  question 
our  beliefs,  especially  pertaining 
to  religion.  The  crises  which  arise 
and  brush  away  our  narrow  con¬ 
cept  of  deity  often  benefit  us,  for 
they  can  result  in  a  concept  of 
God  that  is  wider  and  infinitely 
more  beautiful.

The  February  twenty-ninth 
chapel  was  priviledged  to  have  as 
its  guest  speaker  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Whitcomb,  Protestant  chaplain 
for  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital, 
Episcopal  chaplain  at  the  Harvard 
Medical  School  and,  also,  tempo¬ 
rary  minister  at  the  Auburndale 
Church  of  the  Messiah. 

Rev.  Whitcomb’s  talk  was  based 
on  verse  fifteen  from  the  thirtieth 
chapter  of  Deuteronomy,  “See.  I 
have  set  before  thee  this  day  life 
and  good,  and  death  and  evil.” 
"Our  dilemma.”  said  Rev.  Whit¬ 
comb,  “is  the  choice.” 

Our  speaker  said,  “Nine-tenths 
of  a  problem  is  finding  someone 
who  can  state  it,"  and  used  John 
Osbourne’s  play  “An  Epitaph  for 
George  Dillon,”  to  illustrate  the 
problem.  George  Dillon,  the  cen¬ 
tral  character  of  the  play,  can 
never  make  sense  out  of  his  life. 
F or  him,  religion  is  a  series  of 
untruths.  Said  Rev.  Whitcomb, 
"He  is  like  so  many  young  people 
believing  truth  must  be  un¬ 
pleasant.”  Rev.  Whitcomb  then 
quoted  the  character  of  Dillon, 
"I  believe  only  in  what  there  is 
evidence  in.”  Here  the  P.everend 
made  an  analogy  between  George 
Dillon  and  the  reasons  why  Jesus 
j  wept  over  Jerusalem.  Both 
George  Dillon  and  Jerusalem  had 
the  same  self-destructive  symp¬ 
toms,  pride  and  arrogance,  which, 
"don't  spell  life,  maturity  or  self- 
realization,  but  death.” 

"Each  person  must  identify  him- 
|  self  with  something  to  give  him 
stability  and  integrity,”  stated 
Rev.  Whitcomb.  The  Reverend 
informed  the  gathering  that,  “a 
good  religion  is  an  urgent  reli- 
|  gion,”  and  not  one  just  comprised 
I  of,  "keeping  laws  or  meeting  the 
ridiculous  standards  of  culture.” 
Religion,  unlike  George  Dillon’s 
conception  of  it,  is  “the  capacity 
to  love  ourselves  and  our  neigh¬ 
bor.” 

Reverend  Whitcomb  also  pro¬ 
vided  a  meant  of  solution,  “To 
achieve  religion  each  person  must 
go  through  a  death  within  him¬ 
self,”  the  death  of  self-justification 
and  the  other  demands  of  “self.” 
In  speaking  of  coming  to  know 
God,  Reverend  Whitcomb  con¬ 
cluded,  “We  must  be  quiet  so  He 
can  speak.  If  we  hear  Him  alone 
there  can  be  no  difficulty  about 
the  choice.” 


Literary  Review 


It’s  often  best  to  start  at  the 


bottom  of  things  and  on  a  bottom 
shelf  in  the  library  can  be  found 
a  highly  entertaining  book  en¬ 
titled  "It  All  Started  With  Marx,” 
by  Richard  Armour,  accomplished 
author  of  eighteen  books  including 
“It  All  Started  With  Eve"  and 
"Twisted  Tales  of  Shakespeare.” 
In  addition  to  being  tucked  away 
on  a  bottom  shelf,  this  little  red 
book  is  almost  obscured  by  thicker 
and  bigger  books.  Contrary  to  its 
I  size,  the  subject  matter  is  great 
and  the  treatment  of  it  is  dyna¬ 
mite. 

Armour  fills  his  pages  with 
comments  on  Marx,  Lenin,  Trot¬ 
sky,  Stalin,  and  Khrushchev.  His 
comments,  however,  are  not  the 
ordinary  ones.  The  author  drops 
his  bomb  of  sudden  wit  directly 
into  the  middle  of  the  Soviet 
system  and  then  sits  back  to  let 
us  watch  his  loaded  thoughts  of 
ridicule  mushroom.  The  threads 
of  his  story  are  sophisticated 
satire,  saucy  sarcasm,  and  in¬ 
genious  exaggeration  as  he  un¬ 
folds  his  humorous  concept  of 
Russian  history  and  some  of  the 
more  famous  Russian  leaders. 
Woven  throughout  this  creation 
are  the  clever  illustrations  of 
Campbell  Grant  in  addition  to 
Armour’s  own  footnotes,  both  of 
which  supplement  the  witty  text. 
All  are  blended  to  produce  an 
unequaled  pattern  in  design  and 
content. 

Your  reviewer  found  it  ex¬ 
tremely  difficult  to  stifle  the 
bubbles  of  laughter  and  chuckles 
this  book  stimulated.  Mr.  Armour 
carefully  chose  words  with  double 
meanings  that  shattered  the 
propaganda  set  forth  by  the 
Soviet  Union.  They  even  battered 
at  the  foundational  walls  on 
which  Communism  is  based.  This 
little  red  bcok  would  unquestion¬ 
ably  be  banned  in  Russia  but  its 
message  is  bound  to  be  well-suited 
to  the  disposition  of  the  Western 
world.  This  book  isn’t  the  thick¬ 
est  nor  the  biggest  but  it 
definitely  stands  a  chance  at 
being  the  wittiest.  And  it  all 
starts  on  a  bottom  shelf  in  our 
library  with  Karl  Marx  and  Com¬ 
munism.  Don’t  miss  it  —  it’s 
extra  fun.

Indian  Relic  Is 
Discovered  Near 
"Burma  Road"  Site 

Lasell  was  recently  the  scene  of 
a  discovery  that  excited  historical 
interest. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  Mr.  Donald 
Warren  of  the  Art  Department, 
noticed  an  oddly  shaped  stone 
lying  atop  a  pile  of  fill  that  was 
being  used  in  construction  work 
on  that  area  of  the  Burma  Road 
between  Winslow  Hall  and  the 
Barn.  Upon  initial  inspection,  Mr. 
Warren  saw  that  the  stone  was 
shaped  by  no  freak  of  nature, 
but  had  been  hewn  into  a  crude 
bowl  by  human  hands. 

Being  well  versed  in  the  history 
of  New  England  and  its  earliest 
settlers,  Mr.  Warren  estimated 
that  the  stone  mixing  bowl,  used 
for  crushing  grain,  dated  back  to 
one  of  the  Eastern  Indian  tribes 
of  the  late  sixteenth  or  early 
seventeenth  century.  The  crude 
method  of  pulverizing  one  stone 
with  a  harder  stone,  led  Mr. 
Warren  to  believe  that  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  white  man’s  iron  tools 
had  not  made  any  impression  on 
the  Indian’s  way  of  life  at  the 
time  the  bowl  was  made. 

Mr.  Warren  cautioned  against 
any  thought  of  the  Barn  as  a  site 
of  an  early  Indian  settlement, 
because  the  gravel,  from  which 
the  bowl  was  rescued,  was  im¬ 
ported  to  the  campus.  The  origin 
of  the  gravel  is  also  indetermined, 
for  along  with  the  Indian  relic 
were  found  nineteenth  century 
nails  and  twentieth  century  bottle 
caps.

Art  Faculty  Exhibition  Is 
Long  On  Talent  And  Variety 


Lasell  Campusites  are  still 
talking  about  the  amazing  variety 
of  media  exhibited  by  the  art 
faculty  in  Carter  Hall  last  month, 
unanimously  agreeing  that  “those 
who  teach  can  also  do.”  The 
media  displayed  ranged  from  oil 
painting  through  watercolor,  line 
drawing,  sculpture  ceramics, 
jewelry,  weaving,  through  the 
graphic  arts  of  block  printing  and 
silk  screen,  plus  commercial  lay¬ 
outs,  lettering  and  note  paper 
designs.

Miss  Saunders  exhibited  lovely 
impressionistic  watercolor  scenes 
done  in  proficient  wash  technique 
and  veered  to  the  opposite  in  geo¬ 
metric  realism  in  her  eye-catching 
cityscape,  with  minute  details 
deftly  delineated.  Miss  Barrett’s 
modernistic  jewelry  and  ceramics 
were  not  only  fine  in  craftsman¬ 
ship,  but  also  in  conceptual 
originality.  Her  clearly  defined 
commercial  designs  exemplified 
the  technique  and  patience  need¬ 
ed  in  this  field. 

Miss  Cuneo  exhibited,  among 
other  works,  paintings  and  sculp¬ 
ture  models  of  exaggerated 
women  which  she  explained  were 
“the  essence  of  woman,  in  the 
general,  not  the  particular.”

Before  we  interviewed  Dr. 
Winslow  Beckwith,  Lasell’s  new 
instructor  in  Great  Religions  and 
Literature  of  the  Bible,  we  were 
given  a  challenging  summary  of 
his  ability.  “Dr.  Beckwith  can 
teach  anybody  anything!”  This 
high  praise  can  be  earned  only  by 
the  individual  who  possesses  a 
vast  amount  of  knowledge,  cou¬ 
pled  with  an  equally  vast  amount 
of  human  understanding.  The 
interview  proved  Dr.  Beckwith  to 
be  such  an  individual. 

With  a  quick  smile,  Dr.  Beck¬ 
with  cautioned  us  at  the  outset, 
“Now,  don’t  say  I  am  anything, 
or  they'll  find  out  I’m  really  not,” 
and  then,  in  his  vital  manner  of 
speaking,  he  readily  launched  into 
a  brief  autobiography. 

Ever  since  he  was  six  years 
old,  his  family  had  assumed  he 
would  be  a  lawyer  becarise,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Beckwith,  “I  could 
talk  faster  than  anybody  else.” 
He  was  graduated  from  Boston 
University’s  College  of  Liberal 
Arts,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and,  two 
years  later  received  his  LL.B.  cum 
laude,  from  that  institution’s  Law 
School.  Dr.  Beckwith  emphasized 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  com¬ 
pletely  content  in  his  law  studies 
and  his  first  two  years  of  prac¬ 
tice. 

During  his  years  in  the  service, 
Dr.  Beckwith  recalled  that  he  had 
time  and  objective  distance  to 
reflect  on  his  chosen  profession 
and  specifically,  on  the  civil  court 
cases  that  he  had  undertaken  as 
a  trial  lawyer.  At  that  time,  he 
concluded  that,  “A  decision  could 
be  handed  down  in  court,  but  no 
remedy  effected.”  It  had  always 
disturbed  him  to  see  that  family 
ties,  strained  in  court  battle,  were 
all  too  often  permanently  severed. 
Dr.  Beckwith  explained  his  feel¬ 
ings  that  “The  problems  should 
be  solved  before  the  decisive  ’

stage.  I  felt  that  the  moral  court 
of  the  ministry  would  better  suit 
my  desire  to  understand  and  help 
others.” 

Dr.  Beckwith  then  recounted 
how  he  gave  Lip  hi  3  practice  of 
law  to  enter  Union  Theological 
School  in  New  York  City.  He  con¬ 
tinued  his  studies  at  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Theological  School  in  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Mass.,  where  he  received 
his  Bachelor  of  Sacrxl  Theology 
Degree.  In  1959,  he  received  his 
Th.D.  from  Boston  University, 
School  of  Theology.  Bringing  the 
aritobiography  up  to  date,  we  find 
that  Dr.  Beckwith  now  has  a 
parish  in  Swampscott  and  is  a 
marriage  counselor. 

Commenting  on  this  extensive 
background,  Dr.  Beckwith  believes 
that  his  greatest  asset  as  a  minis¬ 
ter  is  being  able  to  deal  with 
moral  and  ethical  problems  while 
aware  of  the  legal  ramifications. 
He  also  mentioned  that,  “many

people  who  want  to  help  others 
in  need  are  often  told  to  mind 
their  own  business.  Most  people 
are  reluctant  to  say  that  to  a 
minister."  Although  the  work  of 
a  minister  and  counselor  is  very 
rewarding,  it  has  its  moments  of 
emotional  torture,  which  Dr. 
Beckwith  illustrated  with  this 
experience. 

A  young  boy  required  imme¬ 
diate  surgery  after  severely  cut¬ 
ting  his  hand.  Forty-five  minutes 
after  hospitalization.  Dr.  Beck¬ 
with  was  summoned  by  the  hos¬ 
pital  to  deliver  a  message  to  the 
boy's  mother.  The  child  had  died 
under  anaesthesia  because  of  an 
unknown  heart  defect. 

This  incident,  isolated  from 
many,  graphically  illustrates  the 
effort  necessary  in  maintaining 
moral  responsibility  in  the  life's 
work  Dr.  Beckwith  has  under¬ 
taken.

Our  questioning  also  entered 
into  the  non-professional  area  of 
Dr.  Beckwith's  fife.  Of  prime  im¬ 
portance  is  an  eighteen-foot  sail¬ 
ing  craft  with  outboard  that  takes 
up  the  pleasure  time  of  Dr.  an' 
Mrs.  Beckwith  and  their  three 
children. 

Other  athletic  endeavors  that 
appeal  to  Dr.  Beckwith  are 
basketball  (see  elsewhere  in  this 
issue)  and  tennis.  In  fact,  the 
interview  was  terminated  by  the 
call  of  the  court.  Dr.  Beckwith 
had  to  leave  us  in  order  to  keep 
a  weekly  tennis  engagement  with 
a  group  of  fellow  clergymen.  As 
he  hurriedly  left,  an  old  maxim 
came  to  our  minds.  “If  you  want 
a  job  well  done,  go  to  a  busy 
man.”

Dr.  Tewksbury's  Appointment 


As  School's  3rd  President 


The  Board  of  Trustees  an¬ 
nounce  the  appointment  of  Dr. 
Blake  Tewksbury  as  third  presi¬ 
dent  and  eighth  head  of  Lasell 
Junior  College.  Dr.  Tewksbury 
will  succeed  Dr.  Richard  M. 
Packard,  chairman  of  the  Social 
Studies  Department,  who  has 
j  occupied  the  post  on  an  acting 
I  basis  during  the  current  year. 

Dr.  Tewksbury  was  graduated 
|  from  Bowdoin  College  in  1934 
|  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  receiving  honors  in  Latin. 

I  He  held  teaching  posts  at  Milo, 
Maine,  at  Thornton  Academy  in 
Saco,  Maine,  and  at  the  Rye 
Country  Day  School,  Rye,  N.  Y., 
from  1934-40. 

After  completing  some  graduate 
work  at  Harvard  University,  he 
received  his  master  of  arts  degree 
from  New  York  University  in 
1940,  majoring  in  educational 
administration.  He  joined  the 
faculty  of  Keystone  Junior  Col¬ 
lege,  La  Plume,  Pa.  in  1940  as 
registrar.  In  1943  Dr.  Tewksbury 
was  advanced  to  the  position  of 
vice-president  and  two  years  later 
became  president  of  one  of  the 
leading  private  junior  colleges  in 
Pennsylvania. 


In  1954  President  Tewksbury 
received  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Laws  degree  from  Bucknell  Uni¬ 
versity  in  Lewisbury,  Pa.  In 
In  presenting  the  degree,  Dean 
William  H.  Coleman  cited  Dr. 
Tewksbury’s  “constructive  ser¬ 
vices”  as  a  teacher  and  adminis¬ 
trator  in  the  growing  junior  col¬ 
lege  field. 

During  Dr.  Tewksbury’s  admin¬ 
istration,  Keystone  Junior  College 
enlarged  its  educational  facilities 
and  added  several  new  buildings 
including  a  library,  gymnasium, 
faculty  residences,  a  women’s 
dormitory  and  a  dining  hall  now 
under  construction.  During  the 
same  period  the  endowment  of 
the  institution  grew  from  nothing 
to  over  $500,000. 

Born  in  Auburn,  Maine,  Dr. 
Tewksbury  is  the  son  of  the  late 
H.  J.  R.  Tewksbury,  for  many 
years  editor  of  the  "Portland 
(Maine)  Sunday  Telegram.”  The 
family  is  descended  from  the 
founders  of  Tewksbury.

The  inimitable  Mr.  James 
Remley,  director  of  Orphean,  is 
now  preparing  this  club  for  the 
culmination  of  all  their  activities, 
Lasell  Night  at  Pops  on  Friday, 
May  13,  at  8:30  in  Symphony 
Hall.  The  1959-60  chorus,  which 
will  be  the  30th  Lasell  chorus  to 
sing  at  Pops,  is  described  by  Mr. 
Remley  as  “one  of  the  best 
groups  so  far.” 

Our  talented  Mr.  Remley,  who 
has  been  directing  Orphean  since 
1955,  received  his  bachelor  degree 
at  Indiana  State  Teacher’s  Col¬ 
lege  in  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  his 
home  town.  Indiana  is  also  the 
home  of  motion-picture  star 
Jimmy  Stewart;  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  he  and  Mr.  Remley  knew 
each  other  and  were  in  the  same 
Lions  Club.  At  New  York  Uni¬ 
versity,  Mr.  Remley  achieved  his 
Masters  degree.  In  1941  he  came 
to  Newton  and  was  appointed  the 
Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  New¬ 
ton  schools.  Several  members  of 
Orphean  have  had  Mr.  Remley  in 
various  grade,  while  others  from 
out  of  state  have  sung  under  his 
direction  in  the  All  States 
Chorus. 

Members  of  the  club  laughingly 
tell  about  their  rehearsals  which, 
with  Mr.  Remley's  aid,  become 
fun  as  well  as  work.

He  was  a  Jewish  doctor  of 
seventy  years  who  lived  in 
Brooklyn  in  a  section  called  I 
Brownsville.  A  dirty,  grimy,  but \ 
realistic  environment  surrounded 
his  shabby  office  —  he  lived  no  | 
dream  this  Dr.  Abelman,  he  lived 
every  shocking,  sickening,  and  i 
heartwarming  detail  of  life. 

Gerald  Green,  the  author  of 
“The  Last  Angry  Man,”  did  j 
not  take  the  surface  of  life  so 1 
many  people  lead  today  —  he 
groped  for  the  core  of  a  man's ! 
existence,  his  failures,  his  suc¬ 
cesses,  his  dreams  and  desires.  In 
"The  Last  Angry  Man  "  on?  soli¬ 
tary  figure  fought  a  losing  battle 
with  the  world.  This  vital  charac¬ 
ter  was  Dr.  Abelman  who  dared 
speak  up  in  an  opinionated  and 
conformist  world. 

Dr.  Abelman  was  a  general 
practitioner,  a  face  among  many 
who  was  always  there  to  help  the 
needy,  the  sick,  the  afraid.  But 
he  was  not  respected  by  the 
specialized  doctors  nor  by  his 
patients  who  so  gluttonously  con¬ 
sumed  the  greater  part  of  his 
life.  Dr.  Abelman  shouted  to  the 
world  that  he  hated  these  filthy 
scum  who  wouldn’t  let  him  live 
alone  one  minute;  but  as  much 
as  he  talked,  he  could  not  refuse 
them  —  he  lived  their  heartaches, 
cared  for  their  ailments  even 
though  they  cheated  him  out  of 
money  he  had  earned,  and  cursed 
himself  outwardly  as  he  sacrified 
day  after  day  to  cater  to  their 
wants. 

The  doctor  scoffed  at  the  petti¬ 
ness  he  saw  around  him;  he  hated 
the  Negro  neighbors,  the  seem¬ 
ingly  incompetent  police  force, 
the  shattering  noises,  the  long 
dreary  nights  of  "emergency  calls” 
when  there  wasn’t  any  necessity 
for  them,  and  yet  he  never  stop¬ 
ped  serving  them  or  worrying 
about  them.  A  few  hours  before 
telecast  Dr.  Abelman  died  —  he 
had  just  treated  a  young  teen¬ 
age  thug  for  wounds  wh'ch  had 
been  received  in  a  gun-fight  with 
a  police  officer  after  an  attempted 
rape.  After  his  death  some  of  the 
thoughtless  ones  mentioned  what 
a  wonderful  man  he  must  have 
been,  yet  they  had  never  heard 
his  true  story.  They  didn't  realize 
the  long  tormen :  he  had  been 
imprisoned  by  had  finally  over¬ 
powered  him.  Yes,  he  died  among 
those  who  least  understood  how 
valuable  he  had  been  to  them; 
and  even  those  who  had  lived  near 
him  and  had  been  cared  for  by 
him  did  not  appreciate  his  good¬ 
ness. 


Dr.  Rice  Hits  At 
Moral  Complacency 

Is  moral  complacency  blinding 
us  to  the  horrible  facts  of  social 
immorality?  This  was  one  of  the 
questions  brought  to  light  and 
discussed  by  Dr.  William  B.  Rice, 
minister  of  the  Unitarian  Church 
of  Wellesley  in  a  sermon  given 
to  the  student  body  and  faculty 
at  Lasell’s  chapel  service  on 
April  25th. 

Dr.  Rice's  talk.  “Goodness  Can 
Be  Fruitless,"  stressed  the  fact 
that  many  of  us  “good”  people 
1  today,  believe  life  to  be  nothing 
i  more  than  a  good  home  or  car, 
with  our  only  requirement  neither 
to  help  nor  hinder  our  fellow- 
man.  The  solution  to  this  prob¬ 
lem,  stated  Dr.  Rice  is  for 
“a  truly  good  man  to  turn  to 
religion,  for  the  active  Church  is 
the  one  body  in  society  that 
fights  evil  and  enhances  good¬ 
ness.” 

The  last  chapel  service  of  the 
school  year  will  be  on  May  23rd 
with  Dr.  Packard  speaking.  This 
year  unlike  previous  years  there 
will  be  no  guest  speaker,  for  the 
last  service  will  be  a  family  affair 
consisting  only  of  those  people  on 
campus. 


As  he  talked  to  his  wife  after 
Abelman's  death,  Thrasher  gave 
a  fitting  epitaph  for  the  little 
tough  guy  whom  he  had  grown 
to  love  so  dearly:  “There  aren’t 
enough  people  left  who  get  mad, 
plain  mad.  Not  mad  for  a  cause 
or  a  purpose,  but  just  generally 
mad  at  all  the  fraud.  We  take 
fraud  for  granted.  We  accept  it. 
We  like  it.  We  want  to  be  had. 
That's  where  he  was  different. 
He  knew  he  was  being  cheated 
and  he  didn’t  like  it  one  tiny 
bit,  whether  it  was  some  old 
biddy  doing  him  out  of  his  two 
dollars  or  a  corporation  telling 
him  they  made  better  cathartics. 
I  loved  him  —  all  of  him  — 
those  rages  and  screwy  notions 
about  people  and  being  so

Student  Chapel 
Takes  Highlights 
Of  3  Religions 

A  very  impressive  service  was 
given  at  the  inter-faith  chapel 
held  on  May  5  in  Winslow.  The 
general  consensus  of  opinion  was 
that  this  chapel  was  the  best  one 
of  the  year  and  many  many  com¬ 
ments  were  heard  on  the  fine 
presentations  by  the  four  student 
participants. 

Baila  Issokson  spoke  on  the 
differences  between  the  Orthodox, 
Reform,  and  Conservative  Jewish 
faiths.  She  also  included  an 
interpretation  of  the  principal 
holy  days  observed  by  this  faith. 
Mr.  Frank  Taylor,  at  the  end  of 
her  speech,  played  “Sim  Shalom,” 
a  Hebrew  hymn. 

Claire  Sullivan,  who  represent¬ 
ed  Roman  Catholicism,  told  what 
she  felt  her  religion  offered  and 
explained  the  Seven  Sacraments. 
Claire  also  pointed  out  why  Catho¬ 
lics  pray  to  Mary  —  she  is  an 
intermediary  to  God.  “Panis 
Angelicus,”  written  by  Cesar 
Franck,  was  played  after  the 
speech. 

Concluding  the  faith  interpre¬ 
tations  was  Carrol  McKay  who 
commented  on  Protestantism.  She 
mentioned  that  this  faith  is  com¬ 
prised  of  255  denominations  which 
have  their  own  individual  inter¬ 
pretations  of  the  Bible  and  their 
own  ritual.  Carrol  concluded  her 
speech  with  a  statement  that 
unified  all  three  religions :  “Al¬ 
though  my  religion  differs  from 
others,  there  is  one  thing  the 
Protestant,  Catholic,  and  Jewish 
religions  all  have  in  common  — 
we  are  all  worshipping  the  same 
God.  Perhaps  we  should  consider 
ourselves  as  a  piece  of  clay  and 
God  as  the  potter.  Through  our 
churches  and  synagogues  we  are 
taught  his  teachings,  and  it  is 
up  to  the  individual  whether  they 
mold  this  piece  of  clay  called  the 
self  into  something  harsh  and 
ugly  or  beautiful  and  upright.” 

Gwen  Love  brought  the  chapel 
program  to  its  termination  as 
she  read  a  hymn  from  the  Rig 
Veda,  a  Hindu  scripture.

Ordway  Is  Site  Of 
Tree  Ceremonial 

The  tree  planting  ceremony 
which  will  consist  of  planting  two 
maple  trees  in  front  of  Ordway 
on  May  nineteenth  is  one  of 
Lasell’s  oldest  traditions.  On 
December  13,  1876  this  practice 
began  when  a  tree  was  planted 
on  the  lawn  at  Lasell  in  honor  of 
the  one  hundredth  year  of  the 
United  States  and  the  quarter- 
centennial  of  Lasell. 

Said  Annie  White  of  Brockton 
in  her  dedicatory  speech  in  1876. 
“Let  us  look  back  with  grateful 
hearts  to  Edward  Lasell,  the 
founder  of  our  pleasant  school  .  .  . 
Never  was  our  school  better  pre¬ 
pared  to  welcome  the  seekers  for 
wisdom  .  .  .  Our  conduct  here 
may,  by  improving  our  example, 
raise  Lasell  to  an  honored  name." 

The  event  will  occur  tomorrow 
after  the  all  college  assembly  in 
which  the  new  college  govern¬ 
ment  officers  will  be  presented  by  I 
the  senior  officers  in  their  caps 
and  gowns.  Dr.  Packard  will  ask 
the  entire  assembly  to  form  a 
procession  to  Ordway  where  he 
will  begin  the  planting  ceremony 
by  depositing  the  first  shovelful  of 
earth  and  pass  the  shovel  down 
through  the  senior  officers  to  the 
newly-elected  freshman  officers.

Evans  also  remarked  that  she 
felt  the  hardest  things  to  leave 
behind  are  not  the  American 
comforts  but  the  many  friends 
she  has  made  in  these  last  eight 
years  since  her  return  from  Eng¬ 
land. 

Since  Mrs.  Evans  has  lived  in 
Wales  for  almost  six  years  and 
her  husband  is  Welsh-born,  she 
had  vast  resources  of  material 
for  the  readers.  “In  some  ways 
life  in  Wales  will  be  very  different 
and  in  other  ways  it  will  be  much 
the  same,”  she  remarked.  Mrs. 
Evans  informed  us  that  over 
there  they  don’t  have  the  wide 
number  of  labor-saving  devices 
we  in  America  enjoy  thus  the 
role  of  wife  and  homemaker  is 
made  increasingly  important. 
“One  big  help,”  she  inserted,  “is 
the  fact  that  labor  is  cheap,  so 
if  a  housewife  becomes  really 
desperate  she  can  always  hire  a 
servant.” 

Wales  is  a  very  small  country 
and  is  part  of  England  except 
that  it  has  a  language  and  custom 
all  its  own.  “It  is  delightful 
living  in  Wales,”  commented  our 
interesting  subject,  “for  it  is 
much  like  living  in  a  small  town. 
If  you  know  anybody,  you  know 
everybody.” 

“In  Wales  a  good  voice  is  as 
common  as  in  Italy.  And  the 
people  are  very  open  and  friendly 
unlike  the  English  who  have  the

Dr.  Pearson  To  Be  Commencement  Speaker; 
Event-Filled  Final  Week  For  *60  Seniors 


On  Sunday.  June  12,  the  com¬ 
mencement  exercises  for  the 
Class  of  1960  will  be  held,  mark¬ 
ing  the  105th  annual  commence¬ 
ment  in  the  history  of  Lasell.  The 
academic  procession  will  originate 
at  the  foot  of  Bragdon  and  pro¬ 
ceed  to  the  recreation  field  where 
there  will  be  an  invocation  by 
Dr.  Eugene  Meyer,  minister  at 
the  Congregational  Church  in 
Auburndale. 

Following  this,  Dr.  Roy  Pear¬ 
son,  Dean  of  Andover  Newton 
Theological  School,  will  address  j 
the  second  largest  graduating  j 
class  in  our  109-year  history.  The 
speaker  graduated  from  Harvard  | 
College  magna  cum  laude  in  1935  j 
and  from  Andover  Newton  Theo¬ 
logical  School  cum  laude  in  1938, 
after  which  he  was  pastor  of 
churches  in  Southville,  Amherst, 
and  Lexington,  Mass,  and  Swan- 
zey,  New  Hampshire.  Dr.  Pear¬ 
son  became  dean  of  Andover 
Newton  in  1954. 

Among  the  books  he  has  had 
published  are  Here’s  A  Faith  For 
You,  This  Do  —  And  Live,  The 
Hard  Commands  of  Jesus,  Seek¬ 
ing  and  Finding  God,  and  The 
Ministry  of  Preaching.  Dr.  Pear¬ 
son  has  also  served  for  several 
years  as  a  regular  preacher  on 
the  WBZ  radio  program,  "This  I 
Know.” 

In  1948  he  won  the  “Sermon 
of  the  Year”  award  of  SI. 000  for 
one  of  his  sermons.  An  an  addi¬ 
tional  honor,  his  sermon  was 
dramatized  and  presented  over  a 
national  program  by  Frederick 


March,  Florence  Eldridge,  Ralph 
Bellamy,  and  Arthur  Kennedy. 
In  1957,  he  was  awarded  the 
honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity 
Degree  by  Amherst  College. 

Spending  the  summers  of  1951 
and  1957  in  England,  Scotland, 
and  Wales,  Dr.  Pearson  preached 
for  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
and  for  the  International  Congre¬ 
gational  Council.  In  addition  to ' 
being  a  member  of  several  volun¬ 
tary  committees  and  boards  of  j 
the  Congregational  Christian 
churches,  he  has  served  for 
several  summers  as  a  volunteer 
pastor  with  the  Maine  Seacoast 
Missionary  Society,  a  non-dcnomi- 
national  organization  operating 
out  of  Bar  Harbor,  Maine,  and 
carrying  a  practical  religious 
ministry  to  the  outlying  islands 
and  fishing  ports  along  the  coast. 

Preceding  the  conferring  of  the 
associate  degrees  there  will  be  a 
hymn.  Both  the  commencement 
day  activities  and  class  night  I 
will  occur  on  the  Recreation  Field  | 
in  an  erected  tent.  However,  in 
case  of  rain,  which  we  aren't 
expecting,  the  activities  will  be 
held  in  Winslow  Hall. 

Class  night  is,  perhaps,  the 
most  exciting  and  awesome  time 
of  Commencement  weekend.  It  is 
filled  with  both  Lasell  tradition 
in  the  beautiful  Torchlight  Pro¬ 
cessional  and  great  anticipation 
concerning  the  awards  to  be  pre¬ 
sented.

Dr.  Packard  Hits 
Spiritual  Laxity 

At  the  last  chapel  service  of 
the  season  held  on  May  23rd,  Dr. 
Packard  as  principal  speaker  dis¬ 
cussed  "chapel  as  an  essential 
part  of  one's  education."  In  his 
talk  Dr.  Packard  stressed  the 
importance  of  religion  in  relation 
to  the  general  public  and  to  the 
entire  campus. 

Why  do  we  need  religion  here 
at  Lasell?

Mrs.  Von  Ladau  was  the  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  former  Jackson  Von 
Ladau  School  of  Fashion,  in  Bos¬ 
ton.  She  has  maintained  a  keen 
interest  in  fashion,  carrying  on 
the  tradition  of  her  French 
ancestry  which  has  its  origin  in 
the  dyeing  and  textile  industries 
of  Lyons,  France.  In  recent  years 
she  has  been  giving  seminars  on 
weaving  and  color,  and  working 
on  color  systems  and  color  theo¬ 
ries. 

The  lecture  was  illustrated 
with  slides,  showing  examples  of 
Mrs.  Von  Ladau’s  weaving,  which 
included  place  mats,  stoles,  and 
hall  hangings.
